RENT DETERMINATION UNDER PART VI-A OF THE ACT 
GENERAL 
1.—(1) In this Regulation, 


‘acquisition’’ means the acquisition of a residential complex by any 
means whatsoever, and includes acquisition whether by way of 
transfer, assignment or otherwise of an interest, in whole or in part, in 
an option to purchase or in any agreement to purchase a residential 
complex; 


‘“‘acquisition costs’” means the costs experienced by the landlord in 
acquiring the residential complex or the land on which the residential 
complex will be built and includes, 

(a) the purchase price or, in the case of a distribution from an 
estate, the fair market value of the residential complex at the 
date of the distribution, 

(b) the legal fees, other than costs of in-house counsel, and dis- 

bursements, 


the land transfer tax, 
(d) 


the fees paid to a professional appraiser to establish the value of 
the residential complex, 


the fees paid to a person, not related to the landlord, to obtain 
a loan, 


the professional fees and disbursements paid to a person who is 
not a person related to the landlord for a physical inspection and 
evaluation of the residential complex, and 

(g) the capital expenditures recognized as part of the landlord’s 
acquisition costs in a previous order; 


‘‘amortization period’ means the period over which the principal and 
interest of the total debt would be repaid if the loan were continually 
renewed over that period on the same terms; 


‘‘annual accounting period’’ means a period of twelve consecutive 
months established for the purposes of an application to record the 
costs of the residential complex; 

‘‘base year period’’ is the annual accounting period most recently 
completed on or before the effective date of the first intended rent 
increase; 


‘‘construction costs’’ means the amount determined under section 21 
or 22: 


‘‘initial rent-up period’’ means the period commencing the date that the 
building permit was issued up to and including two years after first 
occupancy of the residential complex; 

“‘loan’’ includes a mortgage; 


‘*member of the family’’ means, with respect to an individual, 


(a) the spouse of the individual, 
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(b) achild, stepchild, son-in-law or daughter-in-law of the individ- 
ual or the individual’s spouse, 


(c) 


a parent or step-parent of the individual or the individual’s 
spouse, 


(d) 


a sibling or an aunt or uncle of the individual or the individual’s 
spouse,

a grandparent of the individual or the individual’s spouse, or 


any descendant of the individual or of a person described in 
clauses (a) to (d); 


‘‘parking’’ means parking per space of a particular class; 


‘‘previous order’? means an earlier order made under the Act, The 
Residential Premises Rent Review Act, 1975 (2nd Session) or the 
Residential Tenancies Act; 


‘‘reference year period’ is the annual accounting period immediately 
prior to the base year period. 


(2) In this Regulation, ‘‘arm’s length’’, ‘‘Assisted Rental Program’’, 
“‘control’’, ‘‘person’’, ‘‘related person’’, ‘‘similar market transaction’’ 
and ‘‘spouse’’ have the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 440/87 


(Rent Determination). O. Reg. 183/91, s. 1. 


2.—(1) This Regulation applies to applications under Part VI-A of the 
Act. 


(2) Ontario Regulation 440/87 (Rent Determination) applies to 
applications made under Part VI-A of the Act only to the extent that this 
Regulation so provides.

EXTRAORDINARY OPERATING COSTS UNDER CLAUSE 
100e (2) (b) OF THE ACT 


8.—(1) The adjustment to the justified rent increase for extraordinary 
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operating costs under clause 100e (2) (b) of the Act shall be determined 
under this section. 


(2) The adjustment is the difference between, 


(a) the amount found to be the landlord’s cost for the operating cost 
category in the base year period; and

(b) the date set out in subsection 14 (4) was less than twelve 
months before the date of the renewal or refinancing.

19.—(1) Subject to subsection 20 (2), the calculation of costs under 
clause 100e (2) (c) of the Act shall be made by using the interest rates 
that are determined under this section. 


(2) The calculation of costs shall be made by comparing the interest 
rates for the first and second periods that are set out in section 18. 


(3) The interest rate for a period shall be deemed to be either, 


(a) the interest rate for the term of the loan that falls within the 
period; or 


(b) the weighted average of the interest rates for the terms of the 
loans that fall within the period. 


(4) If the actual interest rate does not change within the term of the 
loan, the interest rate for the term shall be deemed to be the market 
interest rate for the first month of the term, as determined under 
subsection (5). 


(5) The market interest rate for a particular month shall be the rate 
reported by Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation, 


(a) for one year conventional first mortgages, if the term of the loan 
is one year or less; 


(b) for three year conventional first mortgages, if the term of the 
loan is more than one year and less than or equal to three years; 
or 


(c) for five year conventional first mortgages, if the term of the 
loan is more than three years. 


(6) Ifthe actual interest rate changes within the term, the interest rate 
for the term shall be the average interest rate calculated as follows: 


1. Determine the market interest rate under subsection (5) for the 
first month of the term and for every following month that there 
is a change in the actual interest rate, determining rates only 
when the market interest rates are known.

(a) all programs and services offered by the colleges for which Ministry approval is required under Regulation 640 of Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1980 shall be offered only in English; and

GENERAL 


The Act contains a number of important requirements regarding acceptance of 
contributions on behalf of a registered leadership contestant. The CFO of a registered 
leadership contestant should become completely familiar with these provisions. 
Particular note should be made of the recording requirements for contributions in 
Guidelines G15.16 to G15.22. It will be necessary to record both the amount and name 
and address of the contributor for each and every contribution received. 


Contributions may not be accepted on behalf of a leadership contestant until a 
statement setting forth the date of the official call of the leadership contest is filed 
with the Commission and the leadership contestant is registered with the Commission 
except for the leadership contestant’s own funds as provided for in Guideline G14. 
Any contributions accepted prior to registration and not returned to the contributor 
must be paid to the Commission, The earliest date the leadership contestant can 
become a registered leadership contestant is the day the registered political party files 
with the Commission a statement setting forth the day of the official call of the 
leadership contest.

Contributions to a registered leadership contestant made by individuals are not eligible 
for the tax credit and contributions made by a corporation are not deductible from 
Ontario income in computing Ontario taxable income. There is no limit to the amount 
which may be contributed to a registered leadership contestant. 


WHO MAY CONTRIBUTE 


Contributions may be accepted on behalf of a registered leadership contestant only from 
the following individuals or organizations: 


- a person who is normally resident in the Province of Ontario 


: a corporation carrying on business in the Province of Ontario. Many corporations 
carry on business through subsidiaries and affiliated companies. Provided each 
carries on business as defined in Guideline G21, each corporation qualifies as a 
corporation. 


- a trade union as defined by the Labour Relations Act or the 
Canada Labour Code, that holds bargaining rights for employees in the Province 
of Ontario to whom those Acts apply, including central, regional or district labour 
councils located in the Province of Ontario. 





- a person serving in the armed forces, diplomatic service or similar type of 
employment abroad if that person’s normal home was in the Province of Ontario. 


GUIDELINE G15 
JANUARY 1991 
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There are notable exceptions to who may contribute. Care should be taken not to accept 
contributions from: 


- charitable organizations 


- an affiliated political organization even if endorsed by a political party or 
constituency association registered with the Commission 


- corporations which do not qualify under Guideline G21 


- Members of the House of Commons domiciled in Ontario but representing an 
electoral district outside of the Province of Ontario.

.03. Contributions may be made to a registered leadership contestant through an 
unincorporated association or organization provided the unincorporated association or 
organization meets the requirements specified in Guideline G37. Many small businesses 
such as retail and repair shops are unincorporated. Partnerships and joint ventures are 
also examples of unincorporated associations or organizations. In order for the 
contribution to be acceptable, the unincorporated association or organization must 
provide a written list of the name and address of each particular person, corporation or 
trade union who was the ultimate source of the contribution and the amount contributed 
by each. 


Act references 20(1) and 27 


For example, the Monday Afternoon Bridge Club, an unincorporated club, wishes to 
contribute $1,500 to a registered leadership contestant. This contribution must be broken 
down into its particular sources and amounts. For instance, $500 may have come from 
Mr. A, $500 from Mrs. B, $300 from Mr. C and $200 from Ms. D who are some or all of 
the club’s members. The CFO of the registered leadership contestant must have this 
information in writing before accepting the contribution from the named club members. 


Another example would be a contribution from the partners of a professional partnership 
such as a firm of chartered accountants, lawyers, dentists etc. This contribution too must 
be broken down into its particular sources and amounts as in the first example. The CFO 
again must have the information in writing before accepting the contribution from the 
named partners. 


A further example of an unincorporated organization is a business which is organized 
as a partnership and not as a limited company such as Bob and Joe’s Garage which is a 
partnership of Bob X and Joe Z. The CFO must be very careful to determine that this is 
indeed an unincorporated business. As with the first example, the CFO must have the 
information regarding the partners and the amounts of their contributions in writing 
before accepting the contribution from the named partners. 
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04 Contributions may be made only in the contributor’s own funds.

-05 When the leadership contestant’s own funds are used for that contestant’s leadership 
contest, these funds are deemed to be a contribution to that contest. There are no limits 
on the amount of contributions accepted from any contributor. Therefore, a leadership 
contestant may use an unlimited amount of personal funds during the leadership contest 
period. For further information refer to Guideline G14.

.06 | Anonymous contributions received by a leadership contestant’s CFO may not be used or 
expended by the leadership contestant, but must be returned to the contributor if the 
contributor can be identified. If the contributor cannot be identified, the funds must be 
paid to the Commission.

. or services in any amount from the registered party. These funds, goods or services are 
not considered to be contributions to the registered leadership contestant. No 
constituency association shall directly or indirectly contribute or transfer funds to any 
registered leadership contestant.

WHO MAY ACCEPT CONTRIBUTIONS 


.08 | The CFO or other authorized persons on record with the Commission may accept 
contributions for any registered leadership contestant. Any contributions which are 
collected by others, for example, by means of a door-to-door canvass, must be turned 
over immediately to the leadership contestant’s CFO or other persons on record with the 
Commission, along with a list of the names and addresses of the contributors and the 
amounts of their individual contributions. 


While the Act permits other authorized persons on record to accept contributions, it is 
the CFO’s responsibility to ensure that contributions in excess of $25 are by way of a 
cheque drawn on the contributor’s own bank account, a money order signed by the 
contributor or by way of a charge on the contributor’s credit card, and that contributions 
by unincorporated associations or organizations as specified in Guideline G37 are 
accompanied by a list of persons sharing in the contribution and the amount contributed 
by each.

TYPES OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


If a contribution to a registered leadership contestant consists of money and if the 
amount of the contribution exceeds $25, it must be made in one of the following ways: 


(a) by cheque having the name of the contributor legibly printed thereon, signed by 
the contributor and drawn on an account in the contributor’s name, 


(b) | by money order signed by the contributor, or 


(c) in the case of monies contributed by an individual by credit card having the name 
of the individual imprinted or embossed thereon.

There is considerable flexibility for a registered leadership contestant to allocate funds 
raised at a fund-raising activity between contributions and expenses. However, there is 


a point at which some portion of the charge must be treated as a contribution. The tests 
are as follows: 


(a) | Where the charge is $25 or less, it may be considered entirely a contribution or 
any combination of contribution and expense allocation. 
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(b) | Where the charge is $25 or more, any amount up to $25 may be considered to 
cover expenses but the remainder must be considered a contribution. 





For each activity the original allocation of the charge between contribution and expense 
should be consistent. 


Should the contribution component of any charge exceed $25, the entire amount must be 
paid for by cheque, money order or credit card. 

Other income earned in holding a fund-raising event, for example refreshment sales, 
must be recorded and reported to the Commission. 


Act references 24(2) and 24(3) 


Goods or services, other than those referred to in Guidelines G15.13 and G15.14, provided 
by a supplier to a registered leadership contestant in the leadership contest period are 
to be considered a contribution. However, where the aggregate value of all goods and 
services provided by the supplier in the period is $100 or less, the supplier may indicate 
that such goods or services are not to be considered a contribution. 


In every instance where goods or services have been provided, whether or not considered 
to be a contribution for the purposes of the Act, an expense in the equivalent value is 
considered to have been incurred. 


The value of goods or services for purposes of the Act is deemed to be the lowest market 
price for similar goods or services at the time of their provision.

For example, if a leadership contestant pays $150 for the printing of handbills, but the 
lowest market price available to other customers is $275, then the difference of $125 is 
deemed to be a contribution to the leadership contestant by the printer. 


Voluntary labour which is not paid for by the leadership contestant is not considered to 
be a contribution to the registered leadership contestant. 


Act reference 1(1) 


For example, an auxiliary group voluntarily makes sandwiches for the leadership 
contestant’s workers and donates the sandwiches. While the raw materials themselves 
constitute a contribution, the added value of the voluntary unpaid labour in making the 
sandwiches is not a contribution. But if a catering firm makes a gift of sandwiches, this 
is a contribution to the registered leadership contestant. However, where the total value 
of all gifts of sandwiches by the catering firm in the reporting period does not exceed 
$100, the caterer may indicate that the value is not to be considered a contribution. 


GUIDELINE G15 
JANUARY 1991 
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14 Any services performed voluntarily by an individual are not considered to be a 
contribution to the registered leadership contestant provided the individual is not 
compensated by the party, constituency association or leadership contestant nor receives 
from any source, pursuant to an arrangement with the individual’s employer, 
compensation in excess of that normally received during the period this service is 
performed. Note that these must be services actually performed by the individual. 


Act reference 1(1) 


For example, if a volunteer offers to type letters on the volunteer’s own typewriter, this 
is not a contribution to the registered leadership contestant. Similarly, if employees are 
given time off from their jobs in order to work voluntarily for the leadership contestant, 
this is not a contribution. But, if a person loans goods such as a typewriter or car or 
makes space available for the use of the leadership contestant then the value of such use 
must be considered a contribution. However, where the total value does not exceed $100, 
the person may indicate that the value is not to be considered a contribution. The 
difference between the last two examples is that in the latter instance these are not 
services that have been actually performed by the individual. 


LIMITS ON CONTRIBUTIONS 


15 Inany leadership contest period a person, corporation or trade union may contribute any 
amount to any registered leadership contestant. Cash contributions are limited to $25. 


DEPOSITING, RECORDING AND REPORTING OF CONTRIBUTIONS 

16 All monies accepted on behalf of a registered leadership contestant including the 
leadership contestant’s own funds to be used for the purposes of the leadership contest 
must be deposited in the bank, trust company or other financial institution on record 
with the Commission. To facilitate audit examination of the records, duplicate deposit 
slips should be prepared for all bank deposits listing the names of the contributors from 
whom money orders, cheques and credit card vouchers were received. 


Cheques received from credit card institutions for credit card contributions accepted will 
be supported by contributor details in accounts submitted to the institution for payment.

17.‘ For the purposes of recording and reporting contributions accepted by: 


(a) cash, cheque or money order are considered to have been accepted at the time 
such contributions are deposited in the bank account on record with the 
Commission. 


(b) credit card vouchers are considered to have been accepted on the date the credit 
card voucher is deposited or submitted by the CFO to the credit card issuer for 
payment. 
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.18 All contributions received during a leadership contest period on behalf of a registered 
leadership contestant must be recorded by the leadership contestant’s CFO. In addition, 
where such contributions, including goods, services or advertising have a total aggregate 
value exceeding $100 from a single source, the CFO must also report the name and 
address of the contributor.

19 All contributions which have been recorded during a leadership contest period must be 
reported in the financial statement to be filed with the Commission by the leadership 
contestant’s CFO within six months after the leadership vote.

20 Funds raised anonymously for a registered leadership contestant must be reported and 
paid to the Commission.

.21_ Where funds are raised for a registered leadership contestant at a function such as a 
supper, dance, garden party or any other social event, the gross income from such a 
function must be recorded by the leadership contestant’s CFO and must be reported to 
the Commission. See Guideline G31.

.22 Where funds, goods or services are received by a registered leadership contestant from 
the registered political party, the amount and source of these funds, goods or services 
must be recorded by the leadership contestant’s CFO and these funds must be deposited 
in the bank, trust company or other financial institution on record with the Commission.

RECEIPTS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS 

.23 Contributions to leadership contestants are not eligible for an income tax credit and 
official tax credit receipts must not be issued. CFOs may wish to use an informal receipt 
of their own design to acknowledge contributions and assist in recording.

ACCEPTANCE OF CONTRIBUTIONS 





If a cheque for a contribution is drawn on a joint personal bank account, the contribution 
should be recorded as received from the person who signed the cheque. Where two 
people have signed a cheque drawn on a joint personal bank account, the CFO should 
determine who made the contribution and record the contribution accordingly. 


The use of post-dated cheques is not prohibited because they are not negotiable before 


their effective date. Cheques, whether or not they are post-dated, are not considered as 
accepted contributions until deposited. A contribution by post-dated cheque must still 
comply with the contribution limits. 


SOLICITING CONTRIBUTIONS 


All literature and other communication used in connection with any solicitation of 
contributions by or on behalf of a registered leadership contestant must clearly identify 
the leadership contestant as being the recipient or beneficiary of such contributions.

GENERAL 


The CFO of every registered leadership contestant must file a contest period financial 
statement no later than six months after the date of the leadership vote.

THE CONTEST PERIOD FINANCIAL STATEMENT FORM 





The Commission requires that the financial statement be filed on the forms provided or 
approved by the Commission. 


Many CFOs maintain computerized records of the information required by the statutory 
disclosure provisions and generate the statements from computers. 


CFOs who wish to use computer-generated information for the financial statement must 


have the format approved by the Commission prior to filing the computer-generated 
statement. 


The computer-generated financial statement must contain all the required information in 
a format substantially similar to the Commission’s forms.

FILING DATE 


Contest period financial statements of leadership contestants are due six months after the 
date of the leadership vote.

Responsibility for filing a complete and on time contest period financial statement rests 
with the CFO. Since the contest period financial statement must be reported on by the 
auditor, it is necessary that the CFO and the auditor meet to discuss the audit and filing 
process. It is recommended that the two should meet well before filing date to determine 
cutoff and closing procedures and agree on a date when all books and records should be 
delivered to the auditor.

The supporting schedules are an integral part of the financial statement. It is important 
that each schedule agrees with the primary statement. 


The form should be completed by typing or printing clearly. The financial statement as 
filed will be photocopied for display.

The name and mailing address of the leadership contestant should be complete. 


ATTESTATION OF CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 





This section must be completed by the CFO who is responsible for filing the contest 
period financial statement. The Commission’s staff may contact CFOs by telephone in 
order to process financial statements as quickly as possible. Therefore, be sure to include 
the full mailing address and, where possible, both business and residence telephone 
numbers.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


The financial statement consists of a statement of contest period income and expenses 
together with supporting schedules. Information on the financial statement must agree 
with or be derived from the information entered on the schedules. 


STATEMENT OF CONTEST PERIOD INCOME AND EXPENSES 


This Guideline clarifies and defines what items should go into each account reported on 
the-statement of contest period income and expenses. 

The statement should include all income received and expenses, including unpaid 
accounts and receivables, incurred in the period commencing the date the leadership 
contestant is registered with the Commission and terminating two months after the date 
of the leadership vote.

INCOME 


Contributions - All contributions should be reported in this account. This includes 
monies contributed as well as contributions of goods or services.

Fund-Raising Activities - Enter the amount shown on Schedule 3. This should represent 
only the revenue from fund-raising activities not treated as contributions. 


Interest Income - Enter any interest earned on deposits or investments. 


Leadership Contestant’s Deposit Refund - Enter any amount that may be paid or 
payable to the leadership contestant’s contest fund by the party representing the refund 
of a deposit paid for the purpose of running in the leadership contest. 


Social Functions & General Collections - Schedule 4 details what should be reported in 
this account. 


Transfers Received - Schedule 5 details what should be reported in this account. 
Other - Report here any income that could not be classified elsewhere such as recoveries, 


gain on disposal of investments or fixed assets, etc. Provide full details. Do not include 
proceeds of loans received. 
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EXPENSES 


Accounting & Audit - Schedule 8 details what should be reported in this account. 


Advertising - Include all payments for media advertising except media advertising 
considered part of any other expense such as fund-raising or meetings. 


Bank Charges - Include all bank service charges, safety deposit box fees, cheque printing, 
etc. 


Brochures - Include all payments for brochures including design fees, graphics, printing 
and distribution except for brochures considered part of any other expense such as fund- 


' raising or meetings. 


Leadership Contestant’s Child Care Expenses - Include all expenses related to the care 


of the leadership contestant’s children. 


Leadership Contestant’s Deposit Paid - Enter any amount paid to the party for the 
purposes of running in the leadership contest. 


Leadership Contestant’s Lost Salary Paid - Include all payments made to the leadership 
contestant in lieu of salary lost during an unpaid leave of absence from the leadership 
contestant’s employer. 


Leadership Contestant’s Personal Expenses - Every registered leadership contestant shall 
submit to the CFO a statement in writing setting forth all contest expenses paid or to be 
paid out of the leadership contestant’s own funds, together with all receipts and claims 
thereof. Enter this amount here and enclose the leadership contestant’s statement with 
the financial statement. 


Conventions, Workshops, Meetings Attended - Include all amounts paid for registration 
fees, meals, travel and accommodations for outside functions attended. 


Credit Card Maintenance Fees - Include all amounts paid in respect to maintaining a 
credit card facility. 


Fund-Raising Expenses - Include all expenses directly related to fund-raising which may 
include advertising, brochures, printing, catering, entertainment, postage, refreshments, 
hall rental, etc. Revenue should not be netted with expenses. All revenue must be 
reported on Schedule 3. 


Furniture & Equipment - The Commission recommends that any acquisitions of furniture 
or office equipment should be reported as an expense. 


Insurance & Utilities - Include insurance premiums on fixed assets, signs, liability, etc. 
Also include utilities related to the operation of the contest office. 


Interest - Include all interest paid on any loans, overdrafts, lines of credit, etc. 


Meetings Hosted - Include all expenses related to meetings hosted. For example, include 
advertising, printing, postage, hall rental, refreshments, etc. 
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Office & Equipment Rental - Include office and equipment rental for the contest period 
office. 


Office Supplies - Include all general expenses such as office expenses, supplies, small 
tools and equipment, etc. 


Postage - Include all expenses for postal and courier'services other than those related to 
items such as fund-raising, meetings and social events. 


Research & Polling - Include all expenses related to research and polling. 


Salaries & Benefits - Include all salaries and benefits other than expenses related to 
specific items such as accounting, research and polling, etc. 


Signs - Include all payments for sign design, printing, distribution, etc. 
Social Functions - Include all expenses directly related to social functions such as 


advertising, brochures, printing, catering, entertainment, postage, refreshments, hall 
rental, etc. Revenue should not be netted with expenses. All revenue must be reported 


on Schedule 4. 


Stationery - Include the cost of all stationery not related to specific items such as fund- 
raising, meetings, social functions, etc. 


Telephone - Include expenses related to telecommunications. 
Transfers Paid Out - Schedule 6 details what should be reported in this account. 


Travel - Include all travel expenses not related to specific items such as conventions, 
workshops and meetings attended. Include all vehicle rentals and related expenses. 


Victory Party - Include all expenses relating to a function held following the leadership 
vote. Include all expenses directly related to the function such as advertising, printing, 
catering, entertainment, refreshments, hall rental, etc. 


Other - Include any expense that could not be classified elsewhere such as loss on 
disposal of investments or fixed assets. Provide full details. 


AUDITOR’S REPORT 


The leadership contestant’s auditor will complete the standard auditor's report unless the 
auditor wishes to submit a qualified report or a denial of opinion.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


The suggested notes may be used as provided or may be amended. 
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SCHEDULE 1 - BORROWINGS, OVERDRAFTS, ETC. 


Schedule 1 should be completed if the leadership contestant’s contest has been indebted 
to any bank or other recognized lending institution at any time during the contest period.

SCHEDULE 2 - CONTRIBUTIONS 


PART I - CONTRIBUTIONS 

Contributions must be broken down into separate totals: 
- from a single source totalling more than $100 

- from a single source totalling $100 or less. 


Details of contributions returned to the contributor or paid or payable to the Commission 
should also be reported. 


Anonymous contributions are shown separately and must be paid to the Commission.

Donated or discounted goods or services are considered to be a contribution except:

Any 
payment made for a specific purpose such as attendance at a function or for expenses 
should be reported in the appropriate account in the expense section of the statement of 
contest period income and expenses.

.25 All expenses incurred in the contest period whether paid for, owing to suppliers or 
contributed should be categorized on the statement of contest period income and 
expenses.

be shown in the appropriate space. Note the specific requirements of the Commission.

(i) Attach a separate schedule listing unpaid debts including unpaid bank 7 
borrowings making up the deficit. 
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(ii) State on the schedule how these debts will be discharged and where a 
registered party or the leadership contestant is to pay the deficit, a letter 
must be forwarded with this filing, signed by a party official or leadership 
contestant which clearly confirms this undertaking. 

(iii) If there is any variance in the amount of the deficit reported and the 
payment made by either the party or leadership contestant in full 
settlement of the debt, the Commission must be informed of full details.

GUIDELINES FOR 
CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICERS 
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FUND-RAISING ACTIVITIES 


-01 


04 


Fund-raising activities are all organized activities held for the purpose of 
raising monies for a political party, constituency association, candidate or 
leadership contestant registered under the Act by whom or on whose behalf 
the activity is held. Such organized activities include dinners, dances, 
garden parties, etc., for which an admission charge is made as well as 
auctions, button sales, car washes, mail solicitations, etc. for which no 
admission charge is made. Seminars, workshops, annual meetings, 
conventions, policy conferences, candidate rallies and similar events are not 
considered to be fund-raising activities for the purposes of the Act. 


Act reference 24(1) 


The gross income from each fund-raising activity must be recorded in the 
period held and reported in the appropriate financial statement(s) to be filed 
by the CFO with the Commission. It is also required that in reporting the 
gross income for each activity the income from ticket sales be shown 
separately from other income, for example refreshments sold. 


Act reference 24(2) 


Where a charge is made for a fund-raising activity, a portion of the charge 
will, in certain instances, be deemed to be a contribution to the registered 
political party, constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant 
by whom or on whose behalf the activity is held. The tests are as follows: 


(a) Where the charge is $25 or less, it may be considered entirely to cover 
expenses, entirely a contribution or any combination of contribution 
and expense allocation. 


(b) Where the charge is $25 or more, any amount up to $25 may be 
considered to cover expenses but the remainder must be considered a 
contribution. 


If the charge is considered entirely a contribution, an official receipt must be 
issued for the full amount. 


For each activity the original allocation of the charge between contribution and 
expense should be consistent. 


Should the contribution component of any charge exceed $25, the entire 
amount must be paid for by cheque, money order or credit card. 


Act reference 24(3) 


For example, books are sold to raise funds. They are purchased from the 
publisher for $10 each and are sold by the fund-raising body for $50 each. 
In this case either $50 or $40 may be considered to be a contribution. 


Any amount paid for goods or services offered for sale during any fund- 
raising activity in excess of their fair market values shall be considered to be 
a contribution for the purposes of the Act. Todetermine fair market value see 
Guideline G25.04.

GUIDELINE G31 
FEBRUARY 1991

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For example, an auction is held to raise funds. Ms. A donates a painting 
valued at $130 which is bought by Mr. X at the auction for $350. Official tax 
credit receipts must be issued to Ms. A for $130 and to Mr. X for $220, the 
latter amount being the difference between the value of the painting and the 
price for which it was purchased by Mr. X. 


.05 Whatever the fund-raising activity, gross income and gross expenses must be 
recorded and reported in the appropriate schedules and financial statements. 


-06 In some cases, a constituency association or a candidate will act as the agent 
for a political party or another constituency association or candidate for the 
purpose of selling tickets to a fund-raising activity. In such situations, the 
agent should turn over all proceeds of the ticket sales to the CFO of the 
sponsoring party, constituency association or candidate together with a 
certified list of the ticket purchasers, their addresses and the amounts paid 
for the tickets. The CFO of the sponsoring party, constituency association 
or candidate, upon receipt of this certified list, should record the gross 
income received and, where applicable, issue receipts to each ticket purchaser 
for the contribution portion of the ticket price. 


-O7 In the event that a joint fund-raising activity should be contemplated the net 
proceeds of which are to be shared by a registered candidate or constituency 
association and a federal candidate or constituency association, the following 
procedures apply: 


(a) There should be an initial agreement between the sharing bodies 
providing for the sharing of revenues and expenses on an equitable 
basis. Any question as to whether a proposed arrangement is equitable 
in the circumstances shall be reviewed with Commission staff. 


(b) Aspecial bank account should be established solely for the purpose of 
financial transactions related to this event and the Commission must be 
notified of the establishment of the account. 


Act references 11(2) and 14(3) 
(c) The CFO of the registered candidate or constituency association must: 


(i) ensure that proper accounting records are established for the 
recording of all receipts and disbursements of the activity to 
ensure fulfilment of the CFO's responsibilities. 


Act reference 34(4) 


(ii) notissue any official receipts supplied by the Commission for the 
contribution portion of any tickets sold until the total ticket 
sales are known. Only then should official receipts be issued in 
respect to the quantity of tickets accruing to the benefit of the 
provincial candidate or constituency association. The CFO must 
further ensure that the receipt issued for the deemed 
contribution portion of each ticket sold is consistent with the 
original determination for the splitting of the per person 
admission charge as outlined in Guideline G31.03. 
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(d) The federal constituency association's share of total tickets sold for 
which a contribution is deemed to have been made is a matter which 
must be arranged directly between the federal association and the 
federal party. 


(e) The audited financial statement(s) of the registered candidate or 
constituency association for the reporting period in which the event was 
held should be accompanied by a separate financial statement which 
clearly indicates the following: 


(i) the ticket quantity and related revenue accruing to the benefit 
of each organization that is to share in the proceeds, 


(ii) other revenues that are to be shared, for example refreshment 
sales, 


(iii) a listing of all expenditures which indicates the name, address 
and amount paid to each supplier receiving an amount which in 
aggregate exceeds $100, with the payments made to suppliers of 
$100 or less shown as a single figure, and 


(iv) the net profit from the event and the amount accruing to the 
benefit of each organization. In addition, the auditor of the 
registered candidate or constituency association involved in the 
event must be given access to the accounting records and 
supporting documents of the event for audit verification 
purposes. 


The pertinent financial details of the event related to the participation in the 
activity of the registered candidate or constituency association should be 
brought forward from this statement and recorded in the appropriate sections 
of the Commission's reporting form. 


-08 All literature and other communication used in connection with the sale of 
tickets to a fund-raising activity and any other solicitation of contributions 
in connection therewith must clearly identify the registered political party, 
constituency association or candidate, on whose behalf the fund-raising 
activity is being held. 


.09 The limitation on campaign expenses in the period commencing with the writ 
for an election and terminating on polling day does not apply to expenses 
incurred in holding a fund-raising activity. 


However mail solicitation to potential contributors must be a genuine 
solicitation of funds and must not be a disguised form of campaigning. The 
inclusion of campaign literature or material will cause the mailing to be a 
campaign expense subject to limitation. 


-10 The Commission has determined that the exempt status of advertising done in 
relation to a fund-raising activity, both from the campaign expense limitation 
and the campaign non-partisan advertising period between writ and polling 
day, i.e. the period outside the twenty-one day allowable period, must 
conform with the Commission's Guideline G23.05.

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ACTIVITIES OUTSIDE THE PURPOSES OF THE ACT 





.01. The Act does not apply to campaigns and conventions relating to contested 
constituency nominations for endorsement of official party candidates. 
Accordingly, neither monies given by supporters to a person contesting the 
constituency nomination nor any fees paid by persons attending such 
conventions are contributions for purposes of the Act. 


Similarly expenses incurred by a person seeking the nomination are not 
expenses which the contestant must report to the Commission. 


To avoid being considered a campaign expense and not restricted by the 
twenty-one day allowable advertising period, the content of any 
advertisements placed by a person seeking the nomination in the period 
between the issue of a writ for an election and polling day must be non- 
partisan in conformity with the Commission's Guideline G23.05. 


Act reference 1(3) 


.02 The solicitation of funds must be for the general use of the registered political 
party, constituency association or candidate in order to qualify for the tax 
credit under the Income Tax Act (Ontario) or the deduction under the 
Corporations Tax Act (Ontario). 


.02a Contributions to a registered political party, constituency association or 
candidate which are expressly solicited for purposes other than the purposes 
of the Act, while not prohibited under the Act, do not qualify for the tax 
credit under the Income Tax Act (Ontario) or the deduction under the 
Corporations Tax Act (Ontario). 


For example, funds raised from solicitations for groups or causes which would 
not themselves be entitled to issue either charitable or political tax credit 
receipts will not be eligible for official tax credit receipts in Ontario. 


-03 No official tax receipts are to be issued for such contributions. 


However, all such contributions must be recorded separately in the financial 
records of the political party, constituency association or candidate and 


reported to the Commission. No such funds may be used for purposes under 
the Act.

GENERAL 


These Guidelines are designed to assist and guide the chief financial officers in 


~ complying with the requirements of the provisions of Part III of the Municipal Elections 


Act. The Guidelines clarify and expand upon the principles governing local government 
campaign finance activities. In addition, these Guidelines make public various 
interpretations and administrative policies of the Commission on Election Finances 
respecting Part III of the Municipal Elections Act. 


APPLICATION 


The provisions of Part III of the Municipal Elections Act are administered by the 
municipal clerk and the Commission on Election Finances in accordance with Guidelines 
issued under the authority of section 176 of the Municipal Elections Act. The Guidelines 
are published in the Ontario Gazette and chief financial officers, candidates, municipal 
clerks and the public must have regard for them. 


A complete set of Guidelines will be sent to all chief financial officers and auditors 
following candidate registration. The table of contents indicates the date of issue of each 
Guideline. Users should ensure they possess the most recent version of each Guideline. 


Individual Guidelines or a complete set may be ordered, without charge, from the 
Commission on Election Finances. 


ABBREVIATIONS AND TERMINOLOGY USED 


The definitions of the Municipal Elections Act apply to these Guidelines. In addition, 
the following definitions are used in these Guidelines: 


(a) "Act" means the Municipal Elections Act (R.S.O: 1980, c.308, as amended from time 
to time) unless some other act is specifically referred to. 


(b) “Act reference" means reference to the relevant section, subsection, clause or 
subclause in the Municipal Elections Act. 


(c) "CFO" means Chief Financial Officer. 
(d) "Commission" means the Commission on Election Finances. 


(e) "Financial statement" means the required financial statement to be filed by CFO for 
a registered candidate’s campaign period, Form LGC4. 


(f) "Financial institution" means a chartered bank, trust company, credit union or other 
recognized lending institution in Ontario. 


(g) "Municipal clerk" means the clerk of the municipality who is responsible for the 
conduct of the election. 


(h) "Registered candidate" or "candidate" means a candidate registered under section 143 
of the Act. 
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.05 _— Internal references to the Guidelines will indicate the specific Guideline first, followed 
by a period, followed by a paragraph reference. For example, LG-12 means Local 
Government Guideline 12 - Rules on Campaign Expenses. A reference to LG-12.07 
means that the user should refer to paragraph .07 of Guideline LG-12. 


.06 References to the Municipal Elections Act will refer to section, subsection, clause or 
subclause. Use section 169 as an example: 


169.--(1) The chief financial officer of every registered candidate shall file with the 
Commission, 


(a) a financial statement setting out, 
(i) all income received and expenses incurred in the campaign period, 


(ii) all campaign expenses, paid and outstanding, incurred in a 
campaign period and a statement of all disputed claims, and 


(iii) all information required to be recorded under section 161 that relates 
to the campaign period; and 


(b) the auditor's report on the financial statement. 
(2) The financial statement and auditor’s report under subsection (1) shall be filed, 


(a) in the case of a regular election, no later than the 30th day of June in the 
year following the election year; or 


(b) in the case of a new election, no later than 225 days after polling day. 


(3) The chief financial officer shall, at the time of filing with the Commission, file 
a copy of the financial statement and the auditor’s report referred to under 
subsection (1) with the clerk of the municipality who was responsible for the 
conduct of the election for which the registered candidate was registered. 


(4) After the time for the filing of a financial statement and auditor's report has 
expired, the Commission shall immediately prepare a statement disclosing, 


(a) the information received under this section; and 


(b) the name of the registered candidate, if any who failed to file a statement 
or report under this section, 


and submit the statement to the council of the municipality, school board or 
local board, as the case may be. 


(5) After the time for the filing of the financial statement and auditor's report has 
expired, the Commission shall immediately send by registered mail or deliver 
to a registered candidate who has failed to file a statement and report, a notice 
in the form prescribed by the Commission demanding that the registered 
candidate file a financial statement and auditor’s report within thirty days from 
the date of the notice.

GENERAL 


Keep proper records of all income and expenses, including deposit slips, invoices, etc., 
and retain records for a period of six years from the day of polling. 


Ensure that payment of all expenses is by cheque with the exception of cash payments 


from a petty cash fund. Cash payments are limited to $25. 


Ensure that funds are borrowed only from a financial institution. Report the source and 
terms to the Commission at the time of filing the candidate’s financial statements. 


Ensure compliance with the prescribed limits on election campaign expenses. 


Ensure that all campaign expenses are properly authorized. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


File with the Commission, no later than June 30 in the year following the regular 
polling day, an audited financial statement, Form LGC4, with related schedules covering 


the campaign period activities of the candidate for the period starting on the candidate’s 
date of registration up to and including March 31 in the year following the regular 
election. 


Include the Commission’s copy of all official receipts used in the campaign period. 
Return all unused official receipts to the Commission. 


Submit all other requested information to the Commission. 


CONTRIBUTIONS 


Ensure that only contributions permitted by the Act are accepted. Return any prohibited 
contributions to the contributor, but only after the contributor’s copy of the official 
receipt, if any, has been recovered. 


Open a candidate’s campaign account in a financial institution. Deposit all contributions 
received in that account. The name of the financial institution must be reported to the 
municipal clerk at the time of filing the candidate’s registration. 


Ensure that contributions of goods and services are valued and recorded in accordance 
with Guideline LGO09.

GENERAL 


Every person seeking a local government office at a regular election or by-election must 
register by filing an application for registration with the municipal clerk before any 
contributions can be accepted, or any campaign expenses incurred, or before the person’s 
own funds or those of the spouse are used for the purposes of the person’s election 
campaign. 


It is an offence to solicit or accept contributions or incur expenses before such person is 
registered as a candidate.

TIME FOR REGISTRATION 
An application for registration of a candidate, Form LGC1, must be filed with the 
municipal clerk no earlier than January 1 in a regular election year and no later than 
nomination day.

VALID REGISTRATION 


To become a registered candidate, a person must complete an application for registration, 
Form LGC1, providing all of the following information: 


(a) the full name, address, and telephone number of the candidate 
(b) indicate that it is an initial registration

municipality 


(d) the full name, address, home and business phone numbers of the candidate’s CFO 


(e) the full name of the candidate’s auditor, the firm’s address, business and fax 
numbers and the auditor’s license number 


(f) the full name and address of all persons authorized by the candidate to accept 
contributions 


(g) the name and address of every financial institution in Ontario in which a campaign 
account has been opened 


(h) the names of the persons responsible for each campaign account 


(i) the address of the place or places in Ontario where the candidate’s records are 
maintained and the Ontario address to which communications may be mailed 


(j) the nomination method 


(k) the signed and dated declaration of the candidate 


GUIDELINE LG02 
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APPLICANT’S DUTY 


It is the responsibility of the person applying for registration to file a complete and 
accurate application for registration. Failure to provide the necessary information 
required under paragraphs 1 to 11 on the application form will cause the registration 
application to be delayed and therefore invalid until all of the required information 
or declaration is provided.

.04 All applications for registration must be filed with the municipal clerk during normal 
office hours.

It is important to submit complete information for 
all questions on the application. Application forms are available from the Commission 
or the municipal clerk’s office responsible for the conduct of the election in your 
municipality.

ab The CFO has the primary responsibility to ensure that all requirements of the Act are 
met, that the necessary financial records are kept and that the necessary audited financial 
statements are filed with the Commission. The Commission urges CFOs to work closely 
with the candidate’s auditor to ensure that all requirements are met.

Whenever there is a change to any of the information on the initial application for 
registration of a candidate, Form LGC1, an amended registration form must be submitted 
immediately to the municipal clerk. The amended registration form must be signed by 
the candidate.

APPOINTMENT OF NEW CFO 


When the candidate’s CFO ceases for any reason to hold office, the candidate must 
without delay appoint another CFO and must immediately inform the municipal clerk 
in writing of the name, address, telephone and any fax number(s) of the new CFO.

Where there has been a change in CFO, the new CFO should receive the following 
documents from the retiring CFO: 


(a) the Commission Guidelines, 
(b) all financial records of the candidate, 
(c) the complete supply of official receipt forms provided by the Commission, and 


(d) a reconciliation of used and unused receipts up to the date the transfer of 
responsibility was effective. 


If these documents are not provided, the new CFO should immediately write and advise 
the Commission accordingly. 


METHOD OF REPORTING CHANGES 


All changes must be reported to the municipal clerk by filing another application for 
registration of a candidate, Form LGC1, indicating that it is an amended form. The 
application, in order to be valid, must be signed by the candidate. 


CANDIDATE WITHDRAWS 


The Commission must be notified immediately in writing by the candidate’s CFO should 
a registered candidate withdraw the nomination papers, or fail to file nomination papers 
with the municipal clerk. The campaign period for the candidate expires on the day of 
withdrawal or on nomination day, as the case may be, and an audited financial statement 
must be filed with the Commission no later than June 30 in the year following the regular 
election.

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CHANGE OF OFFICE 


06 | Where a candidate changes the office for which the candidate was originally registered 
to another office on the same council, school board or local board, the registration is 
effective from the date of the initial registration and all contributions received and 
expenses incurred are deemed to be expenses and contributions for the new office. 
However, an amended registration form must be completed and signed by the candidate 
and submitted to the municipal clerk.

A CAMPAIGN ACCOUNT MUST BE OPENED 


Opening an account is an early step that must be taken immediately prior to registration. 
A campaign account must be opened at a financial institution in Ontario. The name of 
the account must be in the name of the candidate’s campaign. For example, candidate 
Julia Timius’ account could be called the: 


"Julia Timius Election Campaign Account," 
"Julia Timius Election Fund," or 
"Julia Timius Campaign Fund." 


It is an offence to solicit or accept contributions or incur expenses until the candidate is 
registered with the municipal clerk. 


The name and address of the financial institution in which the campaign account has 
been opened is part of a properly completed registration form and must be provided 
before the candidate is registered.

CFO’s DUTY 


The CFO must ensure that all campaign accounts to be used for cash disbursements are 
of the type where a monthly statement and cancelled cheques are received. 


All monies received as contributions or other revenue must be deposited intact into the 
campaign account. A detailed record of the sources of all revenues must be maintained 
as well as duplicate deposit slips listing each deposit and its source. Listed should be 
the names of the persons, corporations or trade unions from whom the cheques, money 
orders or credit card vouchers are received and the amounts. All expenses related to the 
candidate’s campaign must be paid by cheque drawn on the campaign account. 


Access to or operation of such an account should be restricted to the CFO and those 
persons on record with the Commission who have signing authority for the account.

GENERAL 


The Act contains a number of important requirements regarding acceptance of 
contributions on behalf of a registered candidate. The CFO of a registered candidate 
should become completely familiar with these provisions. Particular note should be 
made of the recording requirements for contributions in Guidelines LG05.21 to LG05.26. 
Since it will be impossible to determine in advance whether or not the total contributions 
from any single source will exceed the limit prescribed by the Act, it will be necessary 


to record both the name and address of the contributor and the amount of every 
contribution received. 


Contributions must not be solicited or accepted on behalf of a person seeking local 
government office until after January 1 and the person is a registered candidate. If by 
mistake, any contributions are accepted prior to registration and cannot be returned 
to the contributor they must be paid to the Commission. The earliest date a person 
can become a registered candidate is January 1 of a regular election year.

TIMING AND LIMITS ON CONTRIBUTIONS 


Contributions may be accepted on behalf of a candidate only after January 1 of a regular 
election year and only if the candidate is a registered candidate. The earliest date the 
candidate can become a registered candidate is January 1. Accordingly, the candidate’s 


campaign period commences on the later of the dates namely January 1, or the date the 
candidate is registered. The candidate’s campaign period ends on March 31 in the year 
following the regular election.

a total of $750 in money, goods and services to any one registered candidate and up to 
a total of $5,000 to registered candidates running for office on the same council, school

CONTRIBUTOR’S OWN FUNDS 
Contributions may be made only from the contributor’s own funds.

GUIDELINE LG05 
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HOW CONTRIBUTIONS ARE TO BE MADE 


.05 —«If a contribution to a registered candidate consists of money and if the amount of the 
contribution exceeds $25, it must be made in one of the following ways: 


(a) by cheque having the name of the contributor legibly printed on the cheque, signed 
by the contributor and drawn on an account in the contributor’s name, 


(b) by money order signed by the contributor or 
(c) by credit card with the name of the contributor imprinted or embossed on it.

ELIGIBLE CONTRIBUTORS 


.06 Contributions may be accepted on behalf of a registered candidate only from the 
following: 


- an individual who is normally resident in the Province of Ontario. 


- a corporation carrying on business in the Province of Ontario; provided that the 
corporation carries on business as defined in Guideline LGO7, it qualifies as a 
contributor. 


- a trade union as defined by the Labour Relations Act or the Canada Labour Code 
that holds bargaining rights for employees in the Province of Ontario to whom those 
Acts apply, including central, regional or district labour councils located in the 
Province of Ontario. 





- an individual serving in the armed forces, diplomatic service or similar type of 
employment abroad if that person’s normal home was in the Province of Ontario.

INELIGIBLE CONTRIBUTORS 


07 CFOs and persons authorized to accept contributions must_be careful not to accept 
contributions from: 


- charitable organizations or corporations that have been established for charitable 
purposes within the meaning of the Income Tax Act (Canada); 


- public corporations such as public hospitals, school boards, municipalities, crown 
agencies, boards or commissions which are, in general, prohibited by statute or 
common law from making political contributions; 


registered federal political parties, associations and candidates; 


- registered provincial political parties, associations, candidates and leadership 
contestants; 


corporations which do not qualify under Guideline LGO07; or 
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- unincorporated associations or organizations, business and professional partnerships, 
including law firms, except as provided for in Guideline LG10.

CANDIDATE’S OWN FUNDS 


A candidate’s own funds or the funds of the candidate’s spouse may be used in a 
political campaign. Such funds are deemed to be a contribution to that candidate’s 
campaign, and must be deposited in the candidate’s campaign account. However, such 
funds are not subject to the contribution limit of $750 but must not exceed the campaign 
expense limit.

GROUP CONTRIBUTIONS 


Contributions may be made to a registered candidate through an unincorporated 
association or organization provided the unincorporated association or organization 
meets the requirements specified in Guideline LG10. 


Partnerships and joint ventures are examples of unincorporated associations or 
organizations. In order for the contribution to be acceptable, the unincorporated 
association, or organization, or partnership must provide the CFO with a written list of 
the name and address of each individual, corporation or trade union that contributed 
and the amount contributed by each. A receipt would then be issued to each individual, 
corporation or trade union so named.

For example, the Monday Afternoon Bridge Club, an unincorporated club, wishes to 
contribute $1,500 to a registered candidate. This contribution must be broken down into 
its particular sources and amounts. For instance, $500 may have come from Mr. A, $500 
from Mrs. B, $300 from Mr. C and $200 from Ms. D who are some or all of the club’s 
members. The CFO of the registered candidate must have this information in writing 


before accepting the contribution and issuing individual official receipts to the named 
club members. 


Another example would be a contribution from the partners of a professional partnership 
such as a firm of chartered accountants, lawyers, dentists etc. This contribution too must 
be broken down into its particular sources and amounts as in the first example. The 
CFO again must have this information in writing before accepting the contribution and 
issuing individual official receipts to the named partners. 


A further example of an unincorporated organization is a business which is organized 
as a partnership and not as a limited company such as Bob and Joe’s Garage which is a 
partnership of Bob X and Joe Z. The CFO must be very careful to determine that this is 
indeed an unincorporated business. As with the first example, the CFO must have this 
information regarding the partners and the amounts of their contributions in writing 
before accepting the contribution and issuing individual official receipts to the named 
partners. 
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ANONYMOUS CONTRIBUTIONS 





10 Anonymous contributions received by a candidate’s CFO, with the exception of money 
collected at meetings as referred to in Guideline LG05.13, must not be used_by the 
candidate’s campaign organization, but must be returned to the contributor if the 
contributor can be identified. If the contributor cannot be identified, the funds must be 
paid to the Commission.

WHO MAY ACCEPT CONTRIBUTIONS 





11  Aregistered candidate must not accept contributions. Only the CFO or other authorized 
persons on record with the Commission may accept contributions for any registered 
candidate, and only the CFO can issue official receipts in acknowledgement of 
contributions accepted. Accordingly, any contributions which are collected by others, for 
example, by means of a door-to-door canvass, must be turned over immediately to the 
candidate’s CFO along with a list of the names and addresses of the contributors and the 
amounts of their individual contributions. 


Even though the Act permits other authorized persons on record with the Commission 
to accept contributions, it is the CFO’s responsibility to ensure that contributions in excess 
of $25 are made by way of a cheque drawn on the contributor’s own bank account, a 
money order signed by the contributor or by way of a charge on the contributor’s credit 
card, and that contributions by unincorporated associations or organizations, as specified 
in Guideline LG10, are accompanied by a list of those persons sharing in the contribution, 
and indicating the amount contributed by each.

REFUND OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


12. Where the candidate’s CFO learns that any contribution has been made or accepted in 
contravention of any provisions of the Act, such as, but not limited to: 


- contributions prior to the registration of the candidate with the municipal clerk, 


contributions outside the campaign period, 

- contributions from unidentifiable or anonymous sources, 

- contributions from sources other than those permitted under Guideline LG05.06, 
- contributions in excess of the $750 limit, 


- contributions in excess of the aggregate amount of $5,000, 


cash contributions in excess of $25, 


contributions of funds not belonging to the contributor except as provided in Guideline 
LG10, or 


- contributions of funds from federal or provincial political parties or their respective 
organizations,

the CFO must, within thirty days after so learning, return to the contributor the 
contribution or an amount equal to the sum contributed where an official receipt in 
acknowledgement of the contribution has not been issued. 


When an official receipt has been issued the CFO must not refund the contribution until 
the contributor’s copy has been recovered. 


If an official receipt has been issued and the contributor fails to return the receipt for 
cancellation, an amount equal to the sum contributed must be paid to the Commission.

COLLECTIONS AT MEETINGS 


Where funds are raised for a registered candidate at a general meeting, amounts of $10 
or less may be given anonymously and are not considered to be contributions to the 
registered candidate. However, such funds must be reported in the financial statement 
to be filed with the Commission in accordance with the provisions of Guideline LG19.

CONTRIBUTIONS FROM FUND-RAISING 
Funds raised at a fund-raising activity are contributions. 
Any charge for a fund-raising activity is a contribution and an official receipt must be 
issued for the full amount. The CFO must record the name and address of each 
contributor and, where the amount contributed exceeds $100, the name and address of 
the contributor must be reported in the financial statement to be filed with the 


Commission. 


Should the charge for tickets exceed $25, the amount must be paid for by cheque, money 
order or credit card. 


Other income earned at a fund-raising event, for example, refreshment sales, must be 
recorded and reported in the financial statement to be filed with the Commission. 


For example, if a candidate’s campaign organizes a dinner-dance and the price of the 
ticket is $50, the entire amount is a contribution and an official receipt must be issued.

GOODS OR SERVICES CONTRIBUTIONS 


Goods or services provided by a supplier to a registered candidate in the campaign 
period are to be considered a contribution. 


In every instance where goods or services have been provided an expense in the 
equivalent value is considered to have been incurred. 


The value of goods or services for purposes of the Act is deemed to be the lowest market 
price for similar goods or services at the time they are provided.

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For example, if a candidate pays $150 for the printing of handbills, but the lowest market 
price available to other customers is $275, then the difference of $125 is deemed to be a 
contribution to the candidate by the printer. 


VOLUNTARY LABOUR IS NOT A CONTRIBUTION 


.16 ~~‘ Voluntary labour which is not paid for by candidate’s campaign is not considered to be 
a contribution to the registered candidate. 


Act reference 138(1) 


For example, an auxiliary group voluntarily makes sandwiches for the candidate’s 
workers and contributes the sandwiches. While the raw materials themselves constitute 
a contribution, the added value of the voluntary unpaid labour in making the sandwiches 
is not a contribution. But if a catering firm makes a gift of sandwiches, this is a 
contribution to the registered candidate. 


17.“ Any services performed voluntarily by an individual are not considered to be a 
contribution to the registered candidate provided the individual is not compensated by 
the candidate or any individual, corporation or trade union or receives from any source, 
pursuant to an arrangement with the individual’s employer, compensation in excess of 
that normally received during the period this service is performed. Note that these must 
be services actually performed by the individual.

For example, if a volunteer offers to type letters on the volunteer’s own typewriter, this 
is not a contribution to the registered candidate. Similarly, if employees are given time 
off from their jobs in order to work voluntarily for the candidate, this is not a 
contribution. But, if a person loans goods such as a typewriter or car or makes space 
available for the use of the candidate, the value of such use must be considered a 
contribution. The difference between the last two examples is that in the latter instance 
these are not services that have been actually performed by the individual. 


POLITICAL ADVERTISING 


18 Advertising provided by any person, corporation or trade union on behalf of a registered 
candidate with the candidate’s knowledge and consent is considered both to be a 
contribution and a campaign expense to the registered candidate.

19 The promotion of the election of a registered candidate or the opposition of any other 
candidate by: 


- advertising on the facilities of any broadcasting undertaking, 


- publishing an advertisement in any newspaper, magazine, or other periodical 
publication, 
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- printing leaflets, pamphlets, or other materials, or 
- using of any outdoor advertising facility such as a billboard 
is both a contribution and campaign expense.

FREE BROADCASTING IS NOT A CONTRIBUTION 


Where broadcasting facilities are provided without charge in accordance with the 
provisions, regulations and guidelines of the Broadcasting Act (Canada), the free time 


provided is not considered _a contribution or a campaign expense to the registered 
candidates.

DEPOSITING, RECORDING AND REPORTING OF CONTRIBUTIONS 
All monies accepted on behalf of a registered candidate, including the candidate’s own 
funds or those of the spouse, must be deposited in the candidate’s campaign account 
with the financial institution on record with the Commission. 
To facilitate audit examination of the records, duplicate deposit slips should be prepared 
for all bank deposits listing the names of the contributors from whom cheques money 
orders and credit card vouchers were received. 
Contributions accepted by credit cards will be recorded as accepted when: 
(a) Deposited into the candidate’s campaign account, or 
(b) Submitted to the credit card institution for payment, 
and must be supported by contributor details. See Guideline LG17.04.

For the purposes of recording, reporting and issuing official receipts for contributions 
accepted by: 


(a) cash, cheque or money order, the contributions are considered to have been 
accepted at the time they are deposited in the campaign account at the financial 
institution on record with the Commission. 


(b) credit card vouchers, the contributions are considered to have been accepted on the 
date the credit card voucher is deposited or submitted by the CFO to the credit 
card issuer for payment. 
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.23 The CFO of every registered candidate must record the name, address and amount 
received from each contributor. In addition, where such contributions, including goods, 
services or advertising, have a total aggregate value exceeding $100 from a single source, 
the CFO must report, in the financial statement to be filed with the Commission, the 
name and address of the contributor.

.24 All contributions which have been recorded during a campaign period must be reported 
in the financial statement to be filed with the Commission by the candidate’s CFO no 
later than June 30 of the year following the regular election year.

.25 The gross amount of any funds collected for a candidate at a general meeting must be 
recorded by the candidate’s CFO and must be reported in the financial statement to be 
filed with the Commission.

.26 Where funds are raised for a candidate at a function such as supper, dance, garden 
party or any other event, the gross income from such functions must be recorded by the 
candidate’s CFO and must be reported in the financial statement to be filed with the 
Commission.

RECEIPTS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS 


aaa, Official receipts for tax credit or rebate purposes must be issued for every contribution 
received by a candidate’s campaign and the candidate’s CFO is responsible for ensuring 
proper receipts are completed for every contribution accepted.

ACCEPTANCE OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


.28 If a cheque for a contribution is drawn on a joint personal bank account, the receipt 
must be issued only to the person who signed the cheque. Where two people have 
signed a cheque drawn on a joint personal bank account, the CFO must determine who 
made the contribution and issue the receipt(s) to the person(s) who sign the cheque. 


ee, The use of post-dated cheques is not prohibited because they are not negotiable before 
their effective date. Cheques, whether or not they are post-dated, are not considered as 
accepted contributions until deposited. A contribution by post-dated cheque must still 
comply with the contribution limits.

.30 No contributions should be accepted which have conditions or restrictions attached. 


31 Under no circumstances can a candidate’s campaign accept contributions on behalf of 
or intended for another candidate’s campaign. 
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SOLICITING CONTRIBUTIONS 





All forms of communication, including literature, used in connection with any 
solicitation of contributions by or on behalf of a registered candidate must clearly 


identify the candidate’s campaign as being the recipient_or beneficiary of such 


contributions, and must be authorized by the candidate’s CFO as prescribed by 
Guideline LG14.15. 


ACTIVITIES OUTSIDE THE PURPOSES OF THE ACT 





Contributions to registered candidates which are expressly solicited for purposes other 
than campaign purposes as authorized by the Act, while not prohibited, do not qualify 
for the tax credit or rebate from the municipality. 


Official tax receipts must not be issued for such contributions. However, all such 
contributions must be recorded separately in the financial records of the registered 
candidate and reported to the Commission. In addition, such contributions must not be 
used for the candidate’s campaign purposes.

Les sociétés de personnes et les coentreprises sont des exemples d’associations ou organisations 
sans personnalité morale. Pour que la contribution soit acceptable, l’association ou organisation 
sans personnalité morale doit fournir au DF une liste écrite précisant le nom et l’adresse 
de chaque personne, personne morale ou syndicat qui a participé 4 la contribution, et le

CORPORATE CONTRIBUTIONS 
GENERAL 


.01 A corporation, in order to be eligible to make a contribution to a registered candidate 
under the Act, must carry on business in the Province of Ontario. 


ASSOCIATED CORPORATIONS 


Corporations that are associated with one another within the meaning of section 256 of 


the Income Tax Act (Canada) are considered to be a single corporation for the purpose 
of the Act. . 


Act reference 138(2) 


Many corporations carry on business through subsidiaries and affiliated companies. Such 
corporations are deemed to be a single corporation for the purposes of the Act. For 
example, corporation A controls companies B and C. The three corporations are 
considered to be one corporation and could only make a maximum contribution of $750 
to a candidate. CFOs should, take extra care to ensure that the corporate contributors 
comply with the $750 contribution limit. 


ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA 


02. For the purposes of Guideline LG07.01, the Commission will consider any of the 
following criteria as acceptable evidence that a corporation is carrying on business in the 
Province of Ontario and is eligible to make a political contribution: 


(a) the corporation maintains an office or establishment in the Province of Ontario for 
the purpose of carrying on its business activities to which one or more employees 
report to work, 


(b) the corporation enters into contracts in the Province of Ontario on a regular basis 


either through its officers, employees or agents having general authority to act on 
its behalf, 


(c) the corporation is an extra-provincial corporation licensed to carry on business in 
the Province of Ontario pursuant to Part IX of the Corporations Act (Ontario), or 


(d) the corporation is taxable in the Province of Ontario pursuant to the Corporations 
Tax Act (Ontario). 


ONUS ON CORPORATION 


03 Where a corporation is unable to meet at least one of the criteria set out in Guideline 
LG07.02, the onus is on the officers of that corporation to satisfy the Commission that the 


corporation is eligible under the Act to make political contributions to candidates in 
Ontario local government elections. 
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PUBLIC OR CHARITABLE CORPORATIONS NOT ELIGIBLE 


.04 Corporations which have been established for charitable purposes within the meaning 
of the Income Tax Act (Canada), or are of a public character such as public hospitals, 
school boards, municipalities, crown agencies, boards or commissions, are, in general, 
prohibited by statute or common law from making political contributions. 


CFO’S DUTY 


.05 CFOs should make reasonable efforts to satisfy themselves that the contributing 
corporation is entitled by statute or common law to make political contributions.

GENERALITES

.01.- Fund-raising activities are all organized activities held for the purpose of raising monies 
for a registered candidate by whom or on whose behalf the activity is held. Such 
organized activities include dinners, dances, garden parties, etc., for which an admission 
charge is made as well as auctions, button sales, car washes, mail solicitations, etc. for 
which no admission charge is made. Seminars, workshops, policy conferences, and 
similar events may not be considered to be fund-raising activities for the purposes of the 
Act. 


Act reference 153(1) 
GROSS INCOME TO BE REPORTED 


.02. The gross income from each fund-raising activity must be recorded and reported in the 
financial statements to be filed by the CFO with the Commission. It is also required that 
in reporting the gross income for each activity the income from ticket sales be shown 
separately from other income, for example refreshments sold.

A CHARGE IS A CONTRIBUTION 
.03 Where a charge is made for a fund-raising activity the entire charge is deemed to be a 
contribution to the registered candidate by whom or on whose behalf the activity is held 


and an official receipt must be issued for the full amount. 


Should any charge exceed $25, the entire amount must be paid for by cheque, money 
order or credit card.

.04 Any amount paid for goods or services offered for sale during any fund-raising activity 
in excess of their fair market values shall be considered to be a contribution for the 
purposes of the Act. To determine fair market value see Guideline LG13.03.

For example, an auction is held to raise funds. Ms. A donates a painting valued at $130 
which is bought by Mr. X at the auction for $350. Official tax credit receipts must be 


issued to Ms. A for $130 and to Mr. X for $220, the latter amount being the difference 
between the value of the painting and the price for which it was purchased by Mr. X. 


05 Whatever the fund-raising activity, gross income and gross expenses must be recorded 
and reported in the financial statement to be filed with the Commission.

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FUND-RAISING EXPENSES NOT SUBJECT TO CAMPAIGN LIMITS 


The limitation on campaign expenses in the period commencing January 1 in an election 


year and terminating on polling day does not apply to expenses incurred in holding a 
fund-raising activity. 


However, mail solicitation to potential contributors must be a genuine sclicitation of 
funds and must not be a disguised form of campaigning. 


The Commission has determined that the exempt status of advertising done in relation 
to a fund-raising activity, both from the campaign expense limitation and the campaign 
non-partisan advertising period between January 1 in an election year and polling day, 
ie. the period outside the twenty-eight day allowable period, must conform with the 
provisions of Guideline LG14.06. 


IDENTIFICATION OF CANDIDATE REQUIRED 


All literature and other communication used in connection with the sale of tickets to a 
fund-raising activity, and any other associated solicitation of contributions must clearly 
identify the registered candidate on whose behalf the fund-raising activity is being held 
and must be authorized by the CFO of the registered candidate involved in accordance 
with Guideline LG14.15.

GENERALITES

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CONTRIBUTIONS OF GOODS AND SERVICES 


.01 This Guideline provides guidance to CFOs on what constitutes a contribution of goods 
and services under the Act. 


SERVICES PROVIDED BY THE VOLUNTEER 


02 Voluntary labour which is not paid for is not considered to be a contribution. For 
example, if a group of voluntary workers make up lawn signs for a candidate, while the 
raw materials themselves constitute a contribution, the added value of the voluntary 
unpaid labour in making the signs is not a contribution. But, if a printing business has 
its paid employees print the lawn signs, this is a contribution of goods and services. 


Act reference 138(1) 


03. Service performed voluntarily by an individual without compensation from the 
volunteer's employer or from any person, corporation or trade union, pursuant to an 
arrangement with the volunteer’s employer, in excess of that which the volunteer would 
normally receive during the period of the voluntary service being performed is not 
considered to be a contribution. 


Note that the services in this instance are those which are actually performed by the 
individual. For example, if a person volunteers to transport voters to the polls on polling 
day in the volunteer's own car, this is not considered a contribution. Similarly, if 
employees are given time off from their jobs in order to work voluntarily, this is not a 
contribution. 


The situation is different, however, where a person provides a vehicle or a person 
donates office space. Neither constitutes a service that has been performed by the donor 
personally. Consequently the provision of the vehicle or the office space constitutes a 
contribution and a campaign expense.

04 Where services are volunteered, no contract of employment is considered to exist and no 
payment for services is expected by the volunteer. Therefore, no official receipt should 
be issued as a gratuitous acknowledgment of the services provided. 


VALUATION OF GOODS AND SERVICES SUPPLIED 





05 _ The Act provides that where goods or services are provided by a supplier for a price that 
is less than the value of the goods or services as set forth below: 


(a) where the contributor is in the business of supplying such goods or services, the 
lowest amount charged by the contributor for an equivalent amount of similar 
goods and services at or about the time and in the market area in which the goods 
or services are provided, and 
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(b) where the contributor is not in the business of supplying such goods or services, the 
lowest amount charged, at or about the time the goods or services are provided, by 
any other person or corporation providing similar goods or services on a 
commercial basis in the market area in which the goods or services are provided, 


the amount that the price is less than such value is a contribution for purposes of the Act.

GOODS AND SERVICES CONTRIBUTION/EXPENSE 
RECORDING AND REPORTING 


All donated goods or services are considered to be contributions for the purposes of the 
Act, and an expense in the equivalent value is considered to have been incurred. 


SUPPORTING DOCUMENTATION 


In every instance where a contribution of goods or services is considered to have been 
made, the contribution of goods or services should be supported by the rendering of an 
invoice by the supplier of the goods or services. Similarly, where a person provides 
services and part or all of the agreed upon fee is considered by the person to be a 
contribution, the person should render an account for the services rendered and indicate 
on the statement of account the amount which the contributor considers a contribution. 


The rendering of an invoice by a supplier or, in the case of a person rendering services, 
a statement of account is important not only to support the amount for which the official 
receipt has been issued but also to place the onus on the supplier or person to file an 
income tax return which includes this amount as income. 


POLITICAL ADVERTISING 


Political advertisements arranged and paid for by any person, corporation or trade union 
and placed with the knowledge and consent of the registered candidate are considered 
contributions of goods and services. 


This type of activity is considered to be a contribution to the registered candidate and the 
coincident expense is considered to have been incurred. See Guideline LG09.06.

UNPAID AMOUNTS 


If suppliers of goods or services are not paid or have agreed not to accept payment, such 
non-payment will constitute a contribution of a good or service and must be receipted 
as such within the limitations prescribed by the Act. All suppliers should be paid 
promptly within the normal credit terms as provided by the supplier. Any delay in 
payment could give rise to treatment as a deemed contribution.

DEFINITION OF UNINCORPORATED ASSOCIATION, ETC. 


.01 An unincorporated association or organization, including a partnership, is any association 
or organization not incorporated under any general or special act which gives the 
association or organization the status of a legal entity. 


The unincorporated association or organization must have an ongoing reason for 
existence such as business, professional, social, social action, fraternal, cultural or other 
similar purposes and not be formed simply for the purpose of making political 
contributions. Examples could be business and professional partnerships, clubs and 
societies. An unincorporated association may also be a partnership of corporations. 


GROUP CONTRIBUTIONS 


.02 When a contribution to a registered candidate is made through an unincorporated 
association or organization, including a partnership, except a trade union, the 
unincorporated association or organization shall provide in writing to the CFO of the 
candidate the individual sources and amounts making up such contribution.

.03 The amounts making up a contribution from an unincorporated association or 
organization, including a partnership, that are attributable to any such named individual, 
corporation or trade union are contributions of such individual, corporation or trade 
union.

FORM OF CONTRIBUTION 


.04 Anunincorporated association or organization, including a partnership, must provide 
the chief financial officer of the registered candidate with a written list of which 
members or partners participated in the contribution. The list must provide the name, 
address and amount applicable to each contributor. If over $25, the contribution must 
be a cheque drawn on the unincorporated association’s or organization’s own bank 


account with the name of the unincorporated association or organization legibly printed 
thereon.

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RECEIPTS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS 





GENERAL 


01. This Guideline outlines the responsibility of and procedures to be followed by CFOs with 
respect to official receipts. Receipts must be issued for all contributions accepted in cash 
or by cheque, money order or credit card. Contributions of goods and services, other 
than the provision of voluntary unpaid labour, must also be acknowledged by official 
receipts. Cash contributions are limited to $25. 


Act references 138(1), 148(2) and 
155(1) 


02. The Act permits individuals, corporations or trade unions to obtain a rebate of a portion 
of their contribution from the local government taxation base for contributions made to 
registered candidates. 


03 Individuals, corporations or trade unions must apply to the municipal clerk who was 
responsible for the conduct of the election in order to claim the benefits. The 
Commission will supply CFOs with official receipt forms. 


Act reference 173(1) 


SECURITY 


04 Official receipt forms are valuable documents. These receipt forms should be stored in 
a secure place and proper records maintained by the CFO. The Commission strongly 
recommends that only CFOs on record with the Commission hold a supply of the forms. 
Only CFOs sign the forms since it is their responsibility to ensure that all contributions 
allowed under the Act are acknowledged by the issuance of official receipts. 


DISTRIBUTION 


05 Following registration approval the Commission will issue a supply of official receipt 
forms to the CFO of record. The Commission will provide additional receipt forms upon 
the CFO’s request. 


PROCEDURE 


06 The local government candidate official receipt form has the prefix LGC in front of the 
serial number and the words LOCAL GOVERNMENT CANDIDATE underneath that. 
The receipt form also states that a contribution by an individual is ineligible for an 
Ontario tax credit and by a corporation is not deductible from Ontario income in 
computing its Ontario taxable income. 


07 _—‘ The official receipt is a three-part form; copy 1 is for the contributor, copy 2 is for the 
Commission, and copy 3 is to be retained by the CFO. 
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The CFO must fill in the official receipt form by indicating: 


the date of acceptance of the contribution. Normally this is the date the contribution 
was deposited. Contributions made by a credit card having the name of the 
individual contributor imprinted or embossed thereon are to be considered as 
accepted on the date the credit card voucher is deposited or submitted by the CFO 
to the credit card issuer for payment.

whether the contributor is an individual, corporation or trade union. 


the amount of the contribution. A dollar sign "$" should appear immediately to the 
left of the first digit in the amount received box. 


whether the contribution is in the form of 
(a) cash, cheque, money order, credit card, or 
(b) goods, services or advertising. 


the name of the candidate’s campaign. 


The CFO must sign every receipt by hand. 


The CFO before issuing a receipt for a contribution received in the form of a cheque:

should ensure that the cheque is honoured on presentation to the bank as any 
receipts issued for cheques which might be returned for lack of sufficient funds will 
have to be recovered for cancellation. 


from an unincorporated organization or partnership as specified in Guideline LG10 
must first determine the names of the persons in the organization who shared in the 
contribution and the amount each contributed. The receipts must be issued to each 


person so named and not to the unincorporated organization or partnership. 


from an individual must ensure the contributor meets the requirement of being a 
resident in the Province of Ontario. Where the contribution is received from a 
business concern determined to be a sole proprietorship, the name of the owner 
must be determined and the receipt issued in the owner's name, not in the name of 
the business. 


from a corporation must ensure that it meets the requirement of carrying on 
business in the Province of Ontario as specified in Guideline LGO7. 


from a corporation, individual or trade union must ensure the receipt is made out 
in the contributor’s name as it appears legibly printed on the contributor’s cheque 
regardless of any other direction received with the cheque. 


from a trade union, including central, regional or district labour councils in the 
Province of Ontario, must ensure the union has bargaining rights in the Province of 
Ontario for its members. 
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11 Contributions received in an envelope postmarked prior to the end of the campaign 
period, or received on the last day of the campaign period, which cannot be deposited 
because the financial institution where the account is held is closed, must be recorded in 
the accounting records as an outstanding bank deposit on the last day of the campaign 
period and receipts issued as of that date. Each outstanding deposit should be deposited 
on the next available banking day. 


12. CFOs of candidates when filing the financial statements must forward to the 
Commission: 


(a) the Commission's copy of all receipts for contributions accepted in the campaign 
period ensuring that the total agrees with the contributions reported in the financial 
statement. If the figures are not in agreement, and the source of the contribution is 
unknown, subsection 147(2) of the Act requires the payment of the anonymous 
contribution to the Commission. 


(b) both the contributor’s and Commission’s copies of all cancelled receipts. 
(c) all unused receipt forms. 


(d) an accounting of all receipts. The CFO must provide a reconciliation, including 
serial numbers, of all receipts received from the Commission, those issued and 
voided and the unused receipts returned to the Commission at the end of the 
campaign period. 


The Commission must be informed of any situations where official receipts have 
been issued for contributions received by cheque, but the cheque has been returned 
N.S.F. and the contributor has not provided a replacement cheque which has been 
honoured by the bank. 


13. Where the return of a contribution is necessary and: | 


(a) the contributor fails to return the applicable receipt for cancellation, the contribution 
must be paid to the Commission. 


(b) the contributor returns the applicable receipt, the contributors copy and the 
Commission’s copy should be marked "void" and both copies must be filed with the 
Commission with the audited financial statements.

-14 When it is necessary to issue a replacement receipt, write the word "Replacing" and 
indicate the serial number of the original receipt on the replacement receipt issued. All 
details on the replacement receipt should be the same as those shown on the original 
receipt, i.e. date received, etc.

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GENERALITES

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RULES ON CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 





DEFINITION OF CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 





.01 The Act defines campaign expenses as meaning any expense incurred in relation to an 
election by or on behalf of a registered candidate during the period commencing on 
January 1 for an election year and terminating on polling day, other than: 


(a) auditor’s and accounting fees, 
(b) interest on loans authorized under section 162, 


(c) expenses incurred in holding a fund-raising activity referred to in section 153. Refer 
to Guideline LG08.10 regarding restrictions on advertising content, 


(d) expenses incurred for victory parties held after the close of polls and thank you 
advertising published after polling day, 


(e) expenses relating to an action under section 106, 

(f) expenses relating to a recount in respect of the election, 
(g) fees paid in respect to maintaining a credit card facility, 
(h) child care expenses of a candidate, 


but campaign expenses are deemed to include the value of any goods held in inventory 
or any fees or expenses for services for the candidate, and any contribution of goods and 
services to the candidate for use in whole or in part during the period commencing on 
January 1 of an election year and terminating on polling day. 


02. _—_‘ For the purposes of Guideline LG12.01, "goods held in inventory" means the inventory 
of goods on hand at the end of the immediately preceding campaign period and reported 
in the financial statements filed with the Commission. 


.03 In addition to the exempt campaign expenses listed in Guideline LG12.01, it is the 
Commission’s policy that expenses which are directly related to a candidate’s physical 
disability within the meaning of the Ontario Human Rights Code do not constitute 
campaign expenses. The Code defines physical disability as follows: 


“any degree of physical disability, infirmity, malformation or disfigurement that is caused 
by bodily injury, birth defect or illness, and without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing including diabetes mellitus, epilepsy, any degree of paralysis, amputation, lack 
of physical coordination, blindness or visual impediment, deafness or hearing 
impediment, muteness or speech impediment, or physical reliance on a dog guide or on 
a wheel chair or other remedial appliance or device". 


Accordingly, reasonable expenses over and above those expenses that would have been 
incurred by those candidates having any physical disability will be exempt as a campaign 
expense. For example, a candidate confined to a wheel chair may need special 
transportation services. A non-physically disadvantaged candidate would have the cost 
of a car. However, the physically disadvantaged candidate confined to a wheel chair 
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may need a specially equipped mode of transportation. The additional cost of the 
specially equipped mode of transportation will be exempt as a campaign expense. Other 
special services such as, a TDD/TTY telephone, the services of a "sign" interpreter or a 
wheel chair for a candidate with a physical disability will also be exempted as a 
campaign expense.

All expenses exempt from the definition of campaign expenses must be recorded and 
reported to the Commission in accordance with Guideline LG19. 


Advertisements paid for by any person, corporation or trade-union which promote or 
oppose a candidate are considered a contribution and a campaign expense to the 
candidate with whose knowledge and consent the political advertising was done. 
Act reference 152(1) 

Every payment of a campaign expense shall be made by the CFO of the candidate that 
incurred the campaign expense. Except where the campaign expense is less than $25, 
such campaign expense shall be vouched for by a statement setting forth the particulars 
and proof of payment.

Where goods or services have been deemed a contribution, an expense in the equivalent 
value is considered to have been incurred.

LIMITS ON CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 


The campaign expenses of a registered candidate must not exceed the aggregate amount 
determined as follows: 


(a) for head of council candidates, $5,500 plus $.50 per elector in the municipality; and 
(b) for councillors, school trustees and public utility commission candidates, $3,500 plus 
$.50 per elector entitled to vote for the office in a ward, municipality, school board 


or local board jurisdiction.

MUNICIPAL CLERK TO DETERMINE CAMPAIGN SPENDING LIMITS 


The municipal clerk must determine the campaign limits for each office on the basis of 
the number of electors listed on the polling list. 


Within ten days after nomination day the municipal clerk must advise both the 
Commission and each registered candidate of the maximum amount of expenses that 
may be incurred by each candidate.

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For budgetary purposes, however, each CFO should use the preliminary list of electors 
given to the registered candidate after the enumeration to determine the campaign 
spending limits in advance of receiving the official spending limits from the municipal 
clerk.

PAYMENT OF CLAIMS 


10 —_No later than March 31 in the year following the regular election, invoices for goods or 
services must be submitted by their suppliers to the CFO of the candidate that incurred 
the campaign expense. Such invoices or accounts must be retained until authorization 
to destroy them is obtained in writing from the Commission. 


11. Where a CFO disputes or refuses to pay an account, such account shall be considered to 
be a disputed claim and the claimant may bring an action for payment. The details of 
disputed claims and the reason the claim is disputed must be reported in the audited 
financial statements to be filed with the Commission.

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CAMPAIGN MATERIALS INVENTORY 
DETERMINATION OF INVENTORY 


01 The Act defines campaign expenses to include the value of any goods held in inventory 
for any candidate for use during a campaign period. 


Act reference 138(1) 


.02 What constitutes inventory of campaign materials may cause some concern. The 
Commission considers that inventory will normally consist of such things as lawn stakes, 
sign supports, usable literature, signs and other campaign materials. 


Information is available from the statement of expenses, i.e. an analysis of the nature of 
the expense, to determine what is properly inventory. At the end of the reporting period 
this amount should not be left in the expense total but should be deducted and shown 
as an asset adjustment. 


It is important to display the value of such inventory as part of the total campaign 
expenditure. The overall campaign expenses are affected by the inventory adjustment. 


MARKET VALUE 


.03 For those candidates who ran in a previous campaign all materials from the previous 
campaign should be included even if the material was not deducted from the previous 
campaign because of the provisions of Guideline LG13.04. 


In valuing these campaign materials available for the candidate’s use which were left 
from a previous campaign, replacement or quoted price should be used. 


This price will vary across the province and is dependent upon local supply, competition 
and the candidate campaign organization’s ability to produce its own signs or secure 
salvage material, for example, to construct signs. In all instances, proper documentation 
should be prepared to substantiate any opening inventory value. 


.04 The inventory of reusable campaign materials remaining on hand at the end of a 
campaign becomes the property of the candidate and must be valued. The value of such 
materials excluding any material which identifies_a particular candidate, must be 
deducted from the total of opening inventory value, where applicable, plus additional 
purchases to provide a cost of materials consumed. This cost must be reported as a 
campaign expense. 


The candidate’s CFO should determine carefully not only the quantity of reusable 
campaign materials but the value to attach to each item. A detailed list must be made 
of all reusable campaign materials on hand at the end of the campaign and the valuation 
thereof. Reusable materials on hand at the end of the campaign should be valued as 
follows: 


(a) if on hand at the start of the campaign, value at the same value used at the start 
of the campaign, and 
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(b) if acquired during the campaign, value at invoice price. 


Exclusion of items from ending inventory does not preclude their inclusion at the start 
of any subsequent campaign. 


DETAILED LIST REQUIRED 


.05 The campaign period financial statements of each registered candidate must be 
accompanied by a detailed list of opening reusable campaign materials and current 
purchases of campaign materials in support of the total of the value of such items 
transferred into the candidate’s campaign accounts. In addition, a separate list of 
reusable campaign materials inventory at the close of the campaign is to be provided in 
support of the value recorded as a reduction of the campaign expenses incurred. The 
prescribed schedule for the listing is included with the financial statements.

CAMPAIGN ADVERTISING LIMITATIONS - TIME AND RATES 


CANIPAIGN Av NO eee 


GENERAL 


01. The Act places certain limitations on campaign advertising carried on by a registered 
candidate during a campaign. First, there are restrictions on the times during which 
campaign advertising may be carried on. Second, there are restrictions on the rates that 
may be charged by broadcasting or publishing facilities for such advertising. 


LIMITS ON TIME 





CAMPAIGN ADVERTISING DEFINED 





02 Campaign advertising is defined as advertising on the facilities of any broadcasting 
undertaking, the publication of an advertisement in a newspaper, magazine, or other 
periodical publication or through the use of outdoor advertising facilities, for the purpose 
of promoting or opposing the election of a registered candidate.

OUTDOOR ADVERTISING FACILITIES DEFINED 





.03 Outdoor advertising facilities are defined as facilities, other than radio, television and 
newspapers, magazines and other periodical publications, of any person or corporation 
in the business of providing such facilities on a commercial basis for advertising 
purposes. For example, campaign advertising by a registered candidate through the use 
of a commercial billboard cannot commence prior to the twenty-eight day period, 
whereas campaign advertising by way of individual signs, i.e. lawn signs, made up by 
the candidate or the candidate’s organization would not be so limited. Note that this 
twenty-eight day time limitation also applies to the use of commercial sound trucks for 
the purpose of campaign advertising.

TWENTY-EIGHT DAY PERIOD 


04 During a campaign period, campaign advertising may be carried on only by a registered 
candidate or by any person, corporation, or trade union acting with the knowledge and 
consent of the candidate. The time period begins twenty-eight days before polling day 
and ends at midnight on the day which is two days before polling day. For example, 


if polling day were November 12, then campaign advertising could be done only during 
the period from October 12 through November 9 inclusive.

GUIDELINE LG14 
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CAMPAIGN ADVERTISING PERIOD FOR SOME NEWSPAPERS EXTENDED 





The legislative prohibition relating to the publication of a political advertisement does not 
apply to: 


(a) the publication of a campaign advertisement on the day immediately preceding 
polling day by a newspaper which is published in the Province of Ontario only 


once_a week and whose day of regular publication falls on the day before 


polling day, and 

(b) a campaign advertisement on the day immediately preceding polling day and on 
polling day through the use of any commercial billboard advertising facility, or 
in a public bus shelter or on a bus, street car or at a subway station forming part 
of a publicly-operated transit system.

EXEMPTIONS TO RESTRICTIONS ON ADVERTISING 





The twenty-eight day time limitation on advertising does not apply to: 
(a) advertising of public meetings, 

(b) announcing the registered candidate’s headquarters location, 

(c) advertising for volunteer campaign workers, 


(d) announcing services for electors by candidates respecting revision of the 
preliminary list of electors and additions to polling list, 


(e) announcing services for electors on polling day, or 


(f) any other matter respecting administrative functions of the candidate’s campaign 
headquarters, provided that such advertisements, announcements and other matters 
are done in accordance with the Guidelines of the Commission.

It is the Commission’s policy that, while it is permissible for an advertisement or 
announcement placed or made in accordance with Guideline LG14.06 to contain the name 
of the candidate and to include a photograph of the candidate, a reference to_the 
particular exempt service or activity listed in Guideline LG14.06 must constitute the 
dominant feature of such advertisement or announcement. Further, such advertisement 
or announcement must not contain any slogan, motto or other wording promoting the 
candidate or opposing another candidate, such as "join the winning team", "work for 
continued good government", "our candidate is best qualified", etc. 


TIME LIMITATIONS DO NOT APPLY TO NEWS REPORTING 

A publisher may publish any bona fide news stories including interviews, commentaries, 
or other works prepared for and published by any newspaper, magazine or other 
periodical publication without charge to any registered candidate. The publication of 
such material is not considered to be political advertising under the Act. 
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A broadcasting facility may similarly broadcast bona fide news stories subject, however, 
to the provisions of and Regulations and Guidelines under the Broadcasting Act 
(Canada).

LIMITS ON RATES TO BE CHARGED 
ELECTRONIC MEDIA 


09 During the twenty-eight day period referred to in Guideline LG14.04 no person or 
corporation may charge a rate for broadcasting time for campaign advertising that 
exceeds the lowest rate charged by the broadcasting facility to any other person in that 
period for an equal amount of equivalent time on that broadcasting facility. This means 
that a registered candidate, or anyone acting with the knowledge and consent of the 
candidate, is entitled to the lowest rate for television or radio time that is available to any 
other customer of the broadcasting facility for the same amount of air time in an 
equivalent time slot during the twenty-eight day period.

PRINT MEDIA 


10 ‘During the twenty-eight day period referred to in Guideline LG14.04, no person or 
corporation may charge for campaign advertising space a rate exceeding the publishing 
facility’s lowest rate charged to any other person in that period for an equal amount of 
equivalent advertising space in its publication. This means that a registered candidate, 
or anyone acting with the knowledge and consent of the candidate, is entitled to the 
publishing facility’s lowest rate for advertising space available to any other customer for 
the equivalent amount of space and location value in the publication published or 
distributed and made public during the twenty-eight day period.

LOWEST RATE DEFINED FOR CERTAIN MEDIA 





-11 It is recognized that, in certain media, advertising rates may depend upon the volume 
of time or space purchased over the year. For the purposes of the Act, the lowest rate 
means the lowest rate available to any other customer purchasing advertising equivalent 
to the total volume of campaign advertising carried on by or on behalf of a registered 
candidate during the twenty-eight day period. 


RELATED MATTERS 


POLITICAL ADVERTISEMENTS 





12 Where any person, corporation or trade union, with the knowledge and consent of a 
registered candidate, promotes the election of the candidate or opposes the election of 
any other registered candidate by advertising on the facilities of any broadcasting 
undertaking or by publishing an advertisement in any newspaper, magazine or other 
periodical publication or printed leaflets, pamphlets or other documents or through the 
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use of any outdoor advertising facility, the amount of the cost thereof must be considered 
to be a contribution and a campaign expense for the purposes of the Act to the candidate 
with whose knowledge and consent the political advertising was done.

FREE POLITICAL ADVERTISEMENTS 


A broadcasting facility may provide time without charge to registered candidates in 

accordance with the provisions of and Regulations and Guidelines under the 

Broadcasting Act (Canada). The provision of such free time to candidates shall not be 

considered to be a contribution or an campaign expense for the purposes of the Act.

CFO TO AUTHORIZE POLITICAL ADVERTISING 

All political advertising must be authorized by the CFO of the registered candidate. 


For the purpose of Guideline LG14.14, all political advertising, handbills, placards, 
posters and broadcast or telecast advertisement must use the words "Authorized by the 
CFO " together with the name of the registered candidate. 


For example Julia Timius’ campaign literature must indicate authorization and could use 
the following words: 


"Authorized by the CFO for the Julia Timius Campaign," or 
"Authorized by the CFO for the Julia Timius Election Campaign"

02. A registered candidate must not receive any support in the form of a loan except as 
provided in the Act.

Therefore, suppliers accounts must be paid 
within the credit terms normally imposed by the supplier. Similarly, any contributions 
received in contravention of any provision of the Act must be returned to the contributor 
upon obtaining the contributor’s copy of the receipt issued in respect of that contribution. 
Any contribution which cannot be returned to the contributor must be paid to the 
Commission.

.04 Only persons, corporations or trade unions eligible to make contributions as provided by 
Guideline LG05.06 may guarantee any loan.

.06 Candidates may borrow from any financial institution in Ontario, subject to the 
restrictions imposed by sections 162 and 163, only during the campaign period as defined 
in subsection 138(1) of the Act and after registration with the municipal clerk. 


CANDIDATE'S DEFICIT 


.07 The registered candidate is responsible for any deficit remaining from his or her 
campaign. The candidate is responsible therefore for ensuring that any borrowing is 
repaid. 
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DISCLOSURE 


The Commission has prescribed forms for reporting the financial activities of a registered 
candidate’s campaign. Contained within these forms is a schedule in which full details 
must be provided of the name and address of the financial institution, the amount 
borrowed, the name and address of each guarantor and the amount guaranteed, and the 
amount outstanding at the end of the campaign period.

The accrual basis of accounting is to be used to the extent that expenses are 
recorded when they are incurred. Contributions, however, should be recorded 
when actually deposited because of the uncertainty of collecting amounts 
pledged. 


(b) Marketable Securities 


Bonds, stocks and other marketable securities owned should be valued at quoted 
market value on the date of the initial statement of assets and liabilities. 
Securities purchased subsequently should be valued at cost. When securities are 
sold any resulting profit or loss (difference between carrying value and proceeds 
on sale) should be reflected in the statement of income and expenses. 


(c) Furniture and Other Equipment 


Furniture, fixtures, printing equipment, etc. should be charged to expenses when 
purchased. The existence of such assets should be indicated by showing them at 
the nominal value of $1 in any statement of assets and liabilities. 


02 _— All figures contained in financial statements to be filed with the Commission may be 
rounded to the nearest dollar.

GENERAL 


01. This Guideline has been prepared to give practical guidance on record keeping and the 
maintenance of good accounting records: 


CFO TO FILE CAMPAIGN STATEMENTS 


.02 The CFO for a candidate is required to file financial statements with the Commission 
detailing campaign income and expenses of the candidate’s campaign. Accordingly, it 
is required that proper records are kept. The campaign period commences January 1 of 
an election year and terminates on March 31 in the year following the regular election. 


Act reference 138(1) 


RECORD KEEPING IS REQUIRED 


.03 A record must be kept of all amounts received and all amounts paid out. This can be 
accomplished most effectively by observing the following practices: 


(i) Ensure that all bank or similar accounts to be used for cash disbursements are 
of the type where a monthly statement and cancelled cheques are received. 


(ii) | Make up duplicate deposit slips for every deposit listing the names of the 
persons, corporations or trade unions from whom cheques, money orders or 
credit card vouchers are received. 


(iii) Make all payments, except petty cash payments, by cheque. 


(iv) Retain invoices from suppliers and other documentation relating to expenses. 
The auditor will want to see these when making the audit examination. 
Expenses must be supported by a voucher or statement where the 
disbursement exceeds $25. 


Act reference 167(2) 


(v) Keep a petty cash fund to handle minor expenses normally paid in cash. 
Obtain invoices supporting all payments out of the fund. At any point in 
time the cash on hand plus the total of the amount of invoices should equal 
the original amount of the petty cash fund. The fund can be replenished 
periodically by a cheque drawn on the campaign bank account on record 
with the Commission in an amount equal to the total of the invoices. The 
auditor will wish to examine the invoices. 


(vi) All amounts accepted must be deposited intact in an authorized campaign 
account, If any contribution is unacceptable for any reason, the contribution 
must be returned before it is deposited; otherwise the contribution must be 
recorded and reported. See Guidelines LG04 - Campaign Account and LG05 


- Rules on Contributions. Undeposited cash contributions received must not 
be used to pay off debts or to pay for purchases, Any departure from this 
tule is a breach of the Act. Cash contributions from any one contributor in 
excess of $25 are prohibited. 
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A copy of each bank deposit slip must be kept. The name and amount on each cheque, 
money order or credit card voucher being deposited should be noted on the deposit slip 
or in some other document which can be cross-referenced to the deposit slip. 

It is not necessary to keep a complicated set of accounting records. To comply with the 
Act, to report to the Commission and to satisfy the auditor, the following should be all 
that is needed: 

(i) deposit slips for all deposits showing contributors’ names 


(ii) a record of all contributions of goods and services and their fair market value 


(iii) a list of names and addresses of all contributors and their status as to individual, 
corporation or trade union and amount contributed by each 


(iv) a record of all contributions returned 
(v) cancelled cheques and bank statements 
(vi) cheque stubs on which will be recorded the particulars of all payments made 


(vii) invoices, petty cash slips and other vouchers supporting all payments made and 
goods and services contributions accepted 


(viii) contribution receipt records as specified by the Commission 


In addition to records of cash actually received and disbursed, for 
financial statements on an accrual basis, the following should be taken into account: 


- expenses incurred but not paid (accounts payable), 
- expenses incurred for which bills have not yet been received, 


- income on amounts on deposit or other investments, which has been earned but not 
yet received, 


- expenses incurred by virtue of contributed goods and services, 
- contributions received prior to the end of the period but not deposited until after the 


end of the period, including contributions received in the mail after the end of the 
period in envelopes postmarked in the reporting period, 


surplus funds received from the municipal clerk in accordance with the provisions of 
Guideline LG21 


ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


The Act does not specify what is meant by proper records and the Commission does not 
require any particular accounting system to be used. Whatever accounting system suits 
the CFO’s requirements should be used. For example, bank deposit slips may be used 
as the primary record of contributions, a file of thank you letters to contributors as the 
record of their names and addresses and cheque stubs as the record for payments of 
expenses. 
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CONSULTING WITH AUDITOR 


.08 Consulting with the candidate’s auditor is advisable. This will ensure that the 
bookkeeping procedures to be followed are satisfactory to the auditor so that the audit 
work can be carried out at minimum cost. 


ACCOUNTING BOOK 


.09 A standard multi-column accounting book should be purchased at a stationery or office 
supply store. One section of the book should be used for recording funds received, 
another for funds disbursed and a third section for recording all donations of goods, 
services and advertising. A computerized accounting system may be used. 


.10 It is very important to make a clear distinction between transactions that are campaign 
period income or expenses that are to be reported to the Commission and those that are 
not. For example: 


(a) campaign expenses do not include repayment of bank borrowings, contributions 
returned, or amounts paid to the Commission, and 


(b) campaign income does not include proceeds from bank loans.

GENERALITES 


Cette Ligne directrice vise 4 donner une orientation pratique sur la fagon de tenir de bons 
registres comptables. 


OBLIGATION DU DF DE DEPOSER DES ETATS DE CAMPAGNE ELECTORALE 


Le DF d’un candidat est tenu de déposer auprés de la Commission des états financiers détaillant 
les recettes et les dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale du candidat. C’est pourquoi il est 
exigé de tenir les registres appropriés. La période de campagne électorale est comprise entre 
le 1% janvier d’une année d’élection et le 31 mars de l’année qui suit 1’élection ordinaire.

OBLIGATION DE TENIR DES REGISTRES 


Il faut tenir un registre de tous les montants rec¢us et de tous les montants payés. La meilleure 
facon de le faire est d’adopter les habitudes suivantes : 


(i) S’assurer que tous les comptes de banque et autres a utiliser pour les sorties de fonds 
comportent 1’envoi d’un relevé de compte mensuel accompagné des chéques annulés. 


(ii) Faire des bordereaux de dépdt en double exemplaire pour chaque dépét, indiquant le 
nom du particulier, de la personne morale ou du syndicat qui a remis le chéque, le 
mandat ou le bordereau de carte de crédit. 


(iii) | Faire tous les paiements, sauf ceux de la petite caisse, par chéque. 


(iv) Conserver les factures des fournisseurs et tous autres documents ayant trait a des 
dépenses; le vérificateur tiendra a les voir lorsqu’il fera son examen de vérification. 
Les dépenses doivent étre appuyées d’un relevé ou d’une autre piéce justificative, sauf 
si le montant d’une dépense est inférieur 4 25 $.

(Vv) Garder un fonds de petite caisse pour régler les dépenses mineures ordinairement 
payées au comptant. Se procurer des factures a l’appui de tout paiement effectué a 
méme le fonds. A tout moment, l’argent en main plus le total du montant des factures 
doit étre égal au montant initial du fonds de petite caisse. On peut réapprovisionner 
périodiquement le fonds au moyen d’un chéque tiré sur le compte de banque de 
campagne électorale dont le nom figure aux dossiers de la Commission, dont le montant 
est égal au total des factures. Le vérificateur tiendra 4 examiner les factures dans le 
cadre de sa vérification. 


(vi) Il faut déposer intégralement tous les montants acceptés dans un compte de campagne 
électorale autorisé. Si une contribution ne peut étre acceptée, quel qu’en soit le motif, 
retourner la contribution avant de la déposer, sinon il faudra consigner et déclarer la 
contribution (voir les Lignes directrices LG04 - Compte de campagne électorale et 
LGOS5 - Régles concernant les contributions). Ne pas se servir de contributions en 
espéces recues et non déposées pour payer des dettes ou régler des achats. Tout 
écart par rapport a cette régle est une violation de la loi. Il est interdit d’accepter d’un 
donateur des contributions en espéces supérieures 4 25 $. 


LIGNE DIRECTRICE LG17 
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04 Il faut conserver un exemplaire de chaque bordereau de dépét bancaire. Vérifier si le nom de 
chaque donateur et le montant du chéque, du mandat ou du bordereau de carte de crédit déposé 
sont inscrits sur le bordereau ou sur quelque autre document auquel le bordereau peut renvoyer. 

05 Il n’est pas nécessaire de tenir un jeu compliqué de registres comptables. Les documents 
suivants suffiront pour se conformer a la loi, permettre de faire les déclarations 4 la 
Commission et satisfaire le vérificateur : 

(i) les bordereaux de dépét pour tous les dépéts, indiquant le nom des donateurs; 


(ii) un registre de toutes les contributions en biens et services et de leur juste valeur 
marchande; 


(iii) une liste des noms et adresses de tous les donateurs ainsi que leur qualité : particulier, 
personne morale ou syndicat, et le montant de la contribution de chacun; 


(iv) un registre de toutes les contributions retoumées; 
(v) les chéques annulés et les relevés de banque; 


(vi) les talons de chéque sur lesquels sont consignés les détails de tous les paiements 
effectués; 


(vii) les factures, bordereaux de petite caisse et autres piéces justificatives a l’appui de tous 
les paiements effectués et des contributions en biens et services acceptées; 


(viii) les registres de récépissés de contribution comme l’exige la Commission. 


06 En plus des registres d’argent effectivement regu et déboursé, pour dresser des états financiers 
selon la comptabilité d’exercice, il faut aussi tenir compte de ce qui suit : 


- les dépenses engagées mais impayées (créditeurs); 
- les dépenses engagées 4 propos desquelles on n’a pas encore recu de facture; 


- les recettes sur des sommes en dépét ou autres placements, qui ont été gagnées mais 
non encore touchées; 


- les dépenses engagées en rapport avec des biens et services fournis a titre de 
contribution; 


- les contributions recues avant la fin de la période mais non déposées avant la fin de la 
période, notamment les contributions regues par la poste aprés la fin de la période dans 


des enveloppes portant sur le tampon de la poste une date antérieure a la fin de la 
période de déclaration; 


- les fonds excédentaires regus du secrétaire de la municipalité conformément aux 
dispositions de la Ligne directrice LG21. 
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SYSTEME COMPTABLE 


La loi ne définit pas l’expression «registres appropriés» et la Commission n’impose pas 
Vutilisation d’un systéme comptable particulier. On doit utiliser n’importe quel systéme qui 
réponde aux besoins du DF. On peut, par exemple, préférer utiliser des bordereaux de dépét 
bancaire comme registre primaire de contributions, un fichier de lettres de remerciement aux 
donateurs comme registre de noms et adresses et des talons de chéque comme registre des 
paiements de dépenses. 


CONSULTATION DU VERIFICATEUR 


Il est 4 conseiller de consulter le vérificateur du candidat. On s’assure ainsi que les méthodes 
de tenue de registres que l’on se propose de suivre lui donnent satisfaction, de sorte qu’il puisse 
réaliser son travail de vérification au moindre coit. 


LIVRE DE COMPTABILITE 


Acheter un livre de comptabilité standard 4 colonnes multiples dans une papeterie ou au 
magasin de fournitures de bureau. Utiliser une section du livre pour consigner les recettes au 
comptant, une autre pour les sorties de fonds et une troisiéme pour y consigner toutes les 
donations en biens, services et publicité. On peut également utiliser un systéme comptable 
informatisé. 


Il est trés important d’établir une distinction nette entre les opérations qui sont des recettes ou 
des dépenses de la période de campagne électorale qu’il faut déclarer 4 la Commission et les 
opérations qui ne le sont pas. Par exemple : 


a) les dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale ne comprennent pas le remboursement 
d’emprunts bancaires, les contributions retournées ou les sommes versées a la 
Commission; et 


b) les recettes de campagne électorale ne comprennent pas les sommes provenant 
d’emprunts bancaires. 
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01.‘ This section of the Guidelines is intended to provide information specifically related to 
the auditor. By inclusion with the general set of Guidelines the Commission hopes it will 
also be informative to the CFO and make the CFO aware of the problems and needs of 
the auditor in the completion of the audit work. Knowing in advance what information 
the auditor is likely to require and having it readily available should result in a more 
efficient audit and a more timely audit report. 


02 The Act contains a number of references to the auditor. While the auditor should be 
aware of all provisions of the Act, the auditor should consult the publications issued by 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants of Ontario. 


AUDITORS MUST BE LICENSED UNDER THE PUBLIC ACCOUNTANCY ACT 





03 Every candidate must appoint an auditor at the time of appointment of the CFO. 
Auditors must be persons licensed under the Public Accountancy Act (Ontario) or a firm 
whose partners resident in the Province of Ontario are licensed under that act. Where 
an auditor previously appointed ceases for any reason to hold office as such, the 
candidate must appoint another auditor and immediately advise the Commission.

PERSONS INELIGIBLE TO BE AUDITORS 
04  Noelection official, registered candidate or CFO of such candidate can act as the auditor 
for the registered candidate. 
Act reference 168(3) 


AUDITOR’S REPORT ON CANDIDATE'S FINANCES 


05 ‘_ The candidate’s auditor is required to make a report to the CFO on the candidate’s 
campaign period financial statements. 


Act reference 168(4) 
.06 The auditor is required to make an examination that will enable the auditor to report 
whether the financial statements present fairly the information contained in the 


accounting records on which the financial statements are based. 


Act reference 168(4) 
07 The auditor’s report shall also include such comments as the auditor considers necessary 
where the CFO has not provided all the information and explanation that is required or 
where proper accounting records have not been kept by the CFO. 


Act reference 168(5) 
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ACCESS TO CAMPAIGN DOCUMENTS 


At all reasonable times the auditor is to have access to all records, documents, books, 
accounts and vouchers of the candidate who appointed the auditor. The auditor is also 
entitled to require from the CFO such information and explanation as may be necessary 
in the auditor's opinion to enable the making of the report.

AUDITED FINANCIAL STATEMENTS MUST BE FILED 


The CFO of every registered candidate must file audited campaign period financial 
statements with the Commission no later than June 30 in the year following the regular 
election. Accordingly, it will be necessary for the auditor to make a report to the CFO 
prior to that date.

01 Cette section des Lignes directrices vise 4 donner des renseignements expressément en rapport 
avec le vérificateur. En insérant ces renseignements dans les Lignes directrices générales, la 
Commission espére qu’ils seront instructifs pour le DF et qu’ils le tiendront au fait des 
problémes et des besoins du vérificateur dans 1’exercice de ses fonctions. Si le directeur des 
finances sait 4 l’avance de quels renseignements le vérificateur aura probablement besoin et 
devra disposer, on devrait obtenir que le vérificateur soit plus efficace et que le rapport soit prét 
au moment voulu. 


02 La loi renferme un certain nombre de références au vérificateur. Bien que le vérificateur doive 
déja étre au courant de toutes les dipositions de la loi, il serait bon qu’il consulte les 
publications de l'Institut des comptables agréés de 1’Ontario.

.03 Chaque candidat doit nommer un vérificateur au moment de la nomination de son DF. Les 
vérificateurs doivent étre des personnes titulaires d’un permis aux termes de la Loi sur la 
comptabilité publique (Ontario) ou un cabinet dont les associés, résidents de 1’Ontario, sont 
agréés aux termes de cette loi. Lorsque le vérificateur préalablement nommé cesse d’exercer 
ses fonctions pour quelque motif que ce soit, le candidat doit nommer un autre vérificateur et 
en informer sans délai la Commission.

GENERAL 

01. The CFO of every registered candidate must file with the Commission an audited 
campaign period financial statement no later than the 30th day of June in the year 
following the regular election. At the same time the CFO must also file a copy of the 
candidate’s audited financial statement with the municipal clerk.

THE CAMPAIGN PERIOD FINANCIAL STATEMENTS FORM 





02 The Commission requires that all financial statements be filed in the form prescribed or 
approved by the Commission. 


Many CFOs maintain computerized records of the information required by the statutory 
disclosure provisions and generate the statements from computers. 


CFOs who wish to use computer-generated information for the financial statements must 
have the format approved by the Commission prior to filing computer-generated 
statements. 


Computer-generated statements must contain all the required information in a format 
substantially similar to the Commission’s forms. 


Act reference 175 


FILING DATE 


.03. Campaign period financial statements of candidates are due no later than June 30 in the 
year following the regular election. 


Act reference 169(2)(a) 


CFO MUST FILE AUDITED STATEMENTS 


.04 Responsibility for filing complete and on time campaign period financial statement rests 
with the CFO. Since the campaign period financial statement must be reported on by the 
auditor, it is necessary that the CFO and the auditor meet to discuss the audit and filing 
process. It is recommended that the CFO and the auditor meet well before the filing date 
to determine cutoff and closing procedures and agree on a date when all books and 
records should be delivered to the auditor.

05 The Commission will accept as on time, campaign period financial statements 
postmarked or courier receipted on or before June 30 in the year following the regular 
election. 
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INCOMPLETE FILING NOT ACCEPTABLE 


The Commission will not accept as filed financial statements which have any of the 
following deficiencies: 


- financial statements without the signed declaration of the candidate, 

- financial statements without the signed declaration of the CFO, 

- financial statements without the signed auditor's report, 

- financial statements without the Commission’s copies of receipts used, 
- financial statements without the required completed schedules, or 


- financial statements submitted by facsimile or telecopier. 


COMPLETING THE CAMPAIGN PERIOD FINANCIAL STATEMENTS - GENERAL 





The campaign period financial statements have been designed to gather all the 
information required by the Act in a form that can be reported on by auditors. The form 
is set out as follows: 

- address information of the candidate and the CFO, 


- declarations signed by the candidate and the CFO responsible for filing the financial 
statements, 


- statements of assets and liabilities and campaign period income and expenses which 
are reported on by the auditor, 


- various supporting schedules. 


The supporting schedules are an integral part of the financial statements. It is important 
that each schedule agrees with the primary statement. 


The form should be completed by typing or printing clearly. The financial statements as 
filed will be photocopied for display. 


NAME AND ADDRESS INFORMATION 





The name, mailing address and telephone number of the candidate should be complete. 
Included also should be the name of the municipality and the office the candidate was 
seeking. 


SUMMARY OF CAMPAIGN INCOME AND EXPENSES | 





This Guideline clarifies and defines what items should go into each account reported on 
the Summary of Campaign Income and Expenses. 


Campaign Expense Limitation (as per Form 30) - Include information received from the 
municipal clerk as shown on Form 30. 
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Campaign Expenses Subject to Limitation (as per Statement of Income and Expenses) - 
Report total campaign expenses subject to limitation. 


Total Campaign Income - Report your total campaign income. 


Total Period Expenses - Report all campaign expenses, expenses subject to limitation and 
excluded expenses. 


Campaign Period Surplus (Deficit) - Enter the amount shown under surplus or deficit 
for the campaign period as shown in Schedule 11. 


DECLARATION OF CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 

12.‘ This section must be completed by the CFO who is responsible for filing the campaign 
period financial statements. The Commission’s staff may contact CFOs by telephone in 
order to process financial statements as quickly as possible. Therefore, be sure to include 
the full mailing address and, where possible, the business, residence telephone and fax 
numbers. 


DECLARATION OF CANDIDATE 


13. This section must be completed and signed by the candidate. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

14 —‘ The financial statements include a statement of assets and liabilities and a statement of 
campaign period income and expenses. Information on the financial statements must 
agree with or be derived from the information entered on the schedules. 


STATEMENT OF ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


15 This Guideline clarifies and defines what items should go into each account reported on 
the statement of assets and liabilities. 


Cash - Include all cash on hand and on deposit. 

Accounts Receivable - Include all amounts owing to the candidate’s campaign at the end 
of the campaign period. Do not include contributions pledged. Contributions can only 
be recorded and receipted when they are accepted. 

Inventory - Schedule 8 details what inventory exists at the end of the campaign period. 


Other Assets - Include and provide details of any other assets which the candidate’s 
campaign owns for which no other category has been specified. 


Accounts Payable - Report the total of all invoices which are unpaid at the end of the 
campaign period. 


Borrowings, Overdraft - Schedule 1 details what should be reported. 


Other Liabilities - Include estimates of all expenses incurred for which invoices have not 
been received and accruals of expenses such as rental commitments, equipment finance 
contracts, etc. 
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Campaign Surplus (Deficit) - This amount must agree with the last line on the statement 
of income and expenses. 


STATEMENT OF CAMPAIGN PERIOD INCOME AND EXPENSES 


This Guideline clarifies and defines what items should go into each account reported on 
the statement of campaign period income and expenses. 


This statement should include all income received and expenses, including unpaid 
accounts, incurred in the period commencing on January 1 and ending on March 31 of 
the year following the regular election. See also Guidelines LG12 and LG13. 


Act reference 169(1)(a) 


INCOME 


Candidate’s Surplus - This should be the candidate’s surplus as reported on the 
candidate’s last campaign period financial statements filed with the Commission. The 
amount must be reported as received from the municipal clerk (Form LGC3). 


Act references 170(2) and 170(3) 


Contributions - All contributions acknowledged by official receipts should be reported 
in this account. This includes monies contributed as well as contributions of goods or 
services. Schedule 2 indicates the appropriate treatment of contributions and refunds of 
excess or inappropriate contributions. 


Act references 146, 151 and 
155(1) 


Fund-Raising Activities - Enter the amount shown on Schedule 3. 
Interest Income - Enter any interest earned on deposits or investments. 
Collections At Meetings - Schedule 4 details what should be reported in this account. 


Other - Report here any income that could not be classified elsewhere. Provide full 
details. Do not include proceeds of loans received. 


EXPENSES 


Before completing this part of the statement, refer to Guideline LG12 to ensure that 
expenses are properly classified under those subject to the limitation and those excluded 
from the limitation. 


As well, review Guideline LG13 to ensure that inventory of campaign materials has been 
properly accounted for in the statement. 


The expense section of the Statement of Campaign Period Income and Expenses has been 
designed in a columnar format which clearly distinguishes between campaign expenses 
subject to limitation and those which are not subject to limitation. While the Act and 
many of the Guidelines discuss treatment of expenses, Guideline LG12 gives specific 
direction on how campaign expenses should be categorized, and recorded. 
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Where campaign expenses have been categorized as not subject to limitation and are not 
specifically permitted to be treated as such in Guideline LG12, the CFO must be prepared 
to provide, on request, an explanation for the accounting treatment. 


All expenses incurred in the campaign period whether paid for, owing to suppliers or 
contributed should be categorized on the statement of campaign period income and 
expenses. 


Accounting & Audit - Schedule 6 details what should be reported in this account. 


Advertising - Include all payments for media advertising except media advertising 
considered part of any other expense such as fund-raising, meeting expenses. 


Appreciation Notices - Include all payments for media advertising after polling day. 


Bank Charges - Include all bank service charges, safety deposit box fees, cheque printing, 
etc. 


Brochures - Include all payments for brochures including design fees, graphics, printing 
and distribution for use in whole or in part during the campaign period except for 
brochures considered part of any other expense such as fund-raising, meetings. This 
account should not be adjusted for changes in inventory. 


Candidate’s Child Care Expenses - Include all expenses related to the care of the 
candidate’s children. 


Conventions, Workshops, Meetings Attended - Include all amounts paid for registration 
fees, meals, travel and accommodations for outside functions attended. 


Credit Card Maintenance Fees - Include all amounts paid in respect to maintaining a 
credit card facility. 


Fund-Raising Expenses - Include all expenses directly related to fund-raising which may 
include advertising, brochures, printing, catering, entertainment, postage, refreshments, 
hall rental, etc. Revenue should not be netted with expenses. All revenue must be 
reported on Schedule 3. 


Furniture & Equipment - The Commission recommends that any acquisitions of furniture 
or office equipment should be reported as an expense if purchased in the campaign 
period. 


Insurance & Utilities - Include insurance premiums on fixed assets, signs, liability, etc. 
Also include utilities related to the operation of the campaign office. 


Interest - Include all interest paid on any loans, overdrafts, lines of credit, etc. 


Inventory of Reusable Campaign Materials - Only that part of the inventory of 
campaign materials that is distributed, consumed, lost, destroyed or not reusable 
constitutes a campaign period expense. 


To determine the value of the usage of the inventory of reusable campaign materials, 
follow the calculation as set out on the form. Note that any material left at the end of 
the campaign period which identifies the registered candidate is deemed not to be 


reusable. 
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Meetings Hosted - Include all expenses related to meetings hosted. For example, include 
advertising, printing, postage, hall rental, refreshments, etc. 


Office & Equipment Rental - Include office and equipment rental for the campaign 
office. 


Office Supplies - Include all general expenses such as office expenses, supplies, small 
tools and equipment, etc. 


Postage - Include all expenses for postal and courier services other than those related to 
items such as fund-raising, meetings and social events. 


Recount Expenses - Include all expenses relating to a recount in respect of the election. 
Research & Polling - Include all expenses related to research and polling. 


Salaries & Benefits - Include all salaries and benefits other than expenses related to 
specific items such as accounting, etc. 


Signs - Include all payments for sign design, printing, distribution, etc. This account 


should not be adjusted for changes in inventory. 


Stationery - Include the cost of all stationery not related to specific items such as fund- 
raising, meetings, etc. 


Telephone - Include expenses related to telecommunications. 


Travel - Include all travel expenses not related to specific items such as conventions, 
workshops and meetings attended. Include all vehicle rentals and related expenses. 


Victory Party - Include all expenses relating to a function held following the closing of 
the polls. Include all expenses directly related to the function such as advertising, 
printing, catering, entertainment, refreshments, hall rental, etc. 


Other - Include any expense that could not be classified elsewhere such as loss on 
disposal of investments or fixed assets. Provide full details. 


AUDITOR’S REPORT 


The candidate’s auditor must complete the standard auditor's report unless the auditor 
wishes to submit a qualified report or a denial of opinion.

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SCHEDULE 2 - CONTRIBUTIONS AND RECEIPT FORM RECONCILIATION 


PART I - CONTRIBUTIONS 

20 Contributions must be broken down into separate totals: 
- from a single source totalling more than $100 
- from a single source totalling $100 or less. 


Details of contributions returned to the contributor or paid or payable to the Commission 
must also be reported. 


Anonymous contributions are shown separately and must be paid to the Commission.

Contributions may only be returned to the contributor where no receipt has yet been 

issued or if the original receipt has been recovered. If the original receipt cannot be

.29 This schedule requires information regarding description, acquisition date, supplier, 
quantity and value of all inventory of reusable campaign materials reported in the last 
financial statements filed with the Commission. 


In valuing campaign materials available for the candidate’s use and which were left from 
a previous campaign, replacement or quoted price should be used. All materials from 
a previous campaign should be included even if the material was not deducted from the 
previous campaign because of the provisions of LG13.04. This price will vary across the 
province and is dependent upon local supply, competition and the candidate campaign 
organization’s ability to produce its own signs or secure salvage material, for example, 
to construct signs. In all instances, proper documentation should be prepared to 
substantiate any inventory value. 


SCHEDULE 8 - CLOSING INVENTORY 


30 Schedule 8 requires information on the ending inventory. 


The CFO should determine carefully not only the quantity of reusable campaign 
materials not identifying a particular candidate but also the value to attach to each item. 
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A detailed list should be made and the following criteria may be useful in determining 
the valuation of the closing inventory: 


(a) if on hand at the start of the campaign period, value at the same value as used 
at the start of the campaign, and 


(b) if acquired during the campaign, value at invoice price. 


SCHEDULE 9 - LIST OF ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 





Schedule 9 provides an analysis of the amount entered under accounts receivable on the 
statement of assets and liabilities. 


These could include receivables from a variety of sources such as non-refunded deposits, 
etc., but cannot include contributions pledged and not yet received. 


Provide the original date of the transaction, the name of the debtor, the nature of the 
transaction and the amount. 


The total amount on Schedule 9 should agree with the amount entered in the statement 
of assets and liabilities. 


SCHEDULE 10 - LIST OF ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 





Schedule 10 provides an analysis of the amount entered on the statement of assets and 
liabilities under accounts payable. 


Provide the original date of the charge, the name of the supplier, the nature of the charge 
and the amount. 


The total amount on Schedule 10 should agree with the amount entered in the statement 
of assets and liabilities. 


SCHEDULE 11 - STATEMENT OF DISPOSITION OF SURPLUS OR DEFICIT 





The information reflected on the statement of campaign period income and expenses 
should be shown in the appropriate space. Note the specific requirements of the 
Commission. Should the registered candidate’s campaign have a: 


(a) Surplus: 


(i) The registered candidate must turn over the surplus funds to the municipal 
clerk and must provide the Commission with the amount and date of the 
surplus funds and when they were remitted to the municipal clerk. 


(ii) If there is any variance between the amount of the surplus paid to the 
municipal clerk and the amount reported, the Commission must be informed 
of full details. 

(b) Deficit: 


(i) Attach a separate schedule listing unpaid debts including unpaid bank 
borrowings making up the deficit.

A letter signed by the candidate must be forwarded with this filing which 
clearly confirms this undertaking.

pension will not cause the collapse of all or part of the platform

142.(1) The distance between the platform of an outrigger scaffold 
and the wall beyond which the scaffold extends shall not exceed 75 
millimetres.

Elevating Work Platforms

(5) The structural engineer who reviews the design drawings shall 
sign the drawings upon approving them. 


(6) The constructor shall keep at the project while a tower crane is 
erected a copy of the signed design drawings for its foundation, shoring 
and bracing and any written opinion about the drawings by a structural 
engineers Or Reg. 213/917'S. 157; 


158.—(1) Before atower crane is erected at a project, a professional 
engineer or a competent worker designated by a professional engineer 
shall inspect its structural elements and components using methods of 
non-destructive testing approved by the Canadian Government Specifi- 
cations Board to determine their structural integrity. 


(2) The professional engineer conducting an inspection or under 
whose direction an inspection is done shall prepare a written report of the 
test results and shall sign and seal the report. 


(3) The constructor shall keep the report at the project while the 
crane is erected. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 158. 


159.—(1) A professional engineer or a competent worker designated 
by a professional engineer shall visually inspect for defects the structural 
elements and components of a tower crane, 


(a) after the crane is erected and before it is used; and 


(b) after the inspection under clause (a), at intervals not greater 
than twelve months. 


(2) No tower crane shall be used until any defects found during an 
inspection are repaired in accordance with the instructions of the crane’s 
manufacturer or a professional engineer. 


(3) A professional engineer or a competent worker designated by a 
professional engineer shall inspect a tower crane that has been repaired 
to ensure that the defects are corrected. 


(4) The professional engineer conducting an inspection or under 
whose direction the inspection is done shall prepare a written report of 
the test results and shall sign and seal the report. 


(5) The constructor shall keep the report at a project while the crane 
is erected. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 159. 


160.—(1) A tower crane shall have automatic limit switches and 
automatic overload limit devices that prevent, 


overloading at relative radii;

sible position specified by the manufacturer, and

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is equal to or greater than that of the crane’s manufacturer’ s

(5) A professional engineer shall inspect a derrick, stiff-leg derrick 
or similar hoisting device before it is first used on a building or structure 
to ensure that it is installed in accordance with the design drawings and 
specifications. 


(6) The professional engineer conducting the inspection shall prepare 
a written report of the inspection and shall sign and seal the report. 


(7) The constructor shall keep a copy of the design drawings and 
specifications for a derrick, stiff-leg derrick or similar hoisting device 
and the report prepared under subsection (6) at a project while the 
derrick, stiff-leg derrick or similar hoisting device is on the project. 
O. Reg. 213/91, s. 166. 


167.—(1) The pilot of a helicopter that is hoisting materials shall be 
competent to fly an externally-loaded helicopter. 


(2) The pilot shall be in charge of the hoisting operation and shall 
determine the size and weight of loads to be hoisted and the method by 
which they are attached to the helicopter.

(2) Safeguards shall be installed progressively from a safe area 
towards the hazard so that the workers installing the safeguards are not 
endangered.

213.—(1) Only a worker who is directly engaged in the demolition, 
dismantling or moving of a building or structure shall be in, on or near 
it. 


(2) If the demolition or dismantling of a building or structure is 
discontinued, barriers shall be erected to prevent access by people to the 
remaining part of the building or structure. 


(3) A worker shall enter only the part of a building or structure being 
demolished that will safely support the worker. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 213. 


214.—(1) No building or structure shall be demolished, dismantled 
or moved until this section is complied with. 
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(2) Precautions shall be taken to prevent injury to a person on or near 
the project or the adjoining property that may result from the demolition, 
dismantling or moving of a building or structure. 


(3) All gas, electrical and other services that may endanger persons 
who have access to a building or structure shall be shut off and discon- 
nected before, and shall remain shut off and disconnected during, the 
demolition, dismantling or moving of the building or structure. 


(4) All toxic, flammable or explosive substances shall be removed 
from a building or structure that is to be demolished, dismantled or 
moved. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 214. 


215.—(1) Sections 216, 217, 218 and 220 do not apply with respect 
to a building or structure that is being demolished by, 


(a) a heavy weight suspended by cable from a crane or similar 
hoisting device; 


(b) a power shovel, bulldozer or other vehicle; 
(c) the use of explosives; or 
(d) acombination of methods described in clauses (a) to (Cc). 


(2) The controls of a mechanical device used to demolish a building 
or structure shall be operated from a location that is as remote as is 
practicable from the building or structure. 


(3) Ifaswinging weight is used to demolish a building or structure, 
the supporting cable of the weight shall be short enough or shall be so 
restrained that the weight does not swing against another building or 
structure.

216.—(1) Demolition and dismantling of a building or structure shall 
proceed systematically and continuously from the highest to the lowest 
point unless a worker is endangered by this procedure.

Interpretation and Application 


222. In this Part, 

‘‘engineered support system’’ means an excavation or trench shoring

‘‘hydraulic support system’’ means a system capable of being moved as 
a unit, designed to resist the earth pressure from the walls of an 
excavation by applying a hydraulic counterpressure through the struts; 


‘‘prefabricated support system’’ means a trench box, trench shield or 
similar structure, composed of members connected to each other and 
capable of being moved as a unit, and designed to resist the pressure 
from the walls of an excavation but does not include a hydraulic 
support system; 


‘‘pressure’’, in relation to a wall of an excavation, means the lateral 
pressure of the earth on the wall calculated in accordance with 
generally accepted engineering principles and includes hydrostatic 
pressure and pressure due to surcharge. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 222. 


223. This Part applies to all excavating and trenching operations.

Entry and Working Alone 


224. Noperson shall enter or be permitted to enter an excavation that 
does not comply with this Part.

Soil Types 


226.—(1) For the purposes of this Part, soil shall be classified as 
Type 1, 2, 3 or 4 in accordance with the descriptions set out in this 
section.

(a) is hard, very dense and only able to be penetrated with diffi- 
culty by a small sharp object; 


(b) has alow natural moisture content and a high degree of internal 


strength; 

(c) has no signs of water seepage; and 
(d) can be excavated only by mechanical equipment. 
(3) Type 2 soil, 


(a) is very stiff, dense and can be penetrated with moderate 
difficulty by a small sharp object; 
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(b) has a low to medium natural moisture content and a medium 
degree of internal strength; and 


(c) has a damp appearance after it is excavated. 


(4) Type 3 soil, 
(a) is stiff to firm and compact to loose in consistency or is 
previously-excavated soil; 


(b) exhibits signs of surface cracking; 


exhibits signs of water seepage; 
if it is dry, may run easily into a well-defined conical pile; and 


(e) has alow degree of internal strength. 


(5) Type 4 soil, 


(a) is soft to very soft and very loose in consistency, very sensitive 
and upon disturbance is significantly reduced in natural 
strength; 

(b) runs easily or flows, unless it is completely supported before 
excavating procedures; 


(c) has almost no internal strength; 


(d) is wet or muddy; and 


(e) exerts substantial fluid pressure on its supporting system. 
O. Reg. 213/91, s. 226. 


227.—(1) The type of soil in which an excavation is made shall be 
determined by visual and physical examination of the soil, 


(a) at the walls of the excavation; and 


(b) within a horizontal distance from each wall equal to the depth 
of the excavation measured away from the excavation. 


(2) The soil in which an excavation is made shall be classified as the 
type described in section 226 that the soil most closely resembles. 


(3) Ifanexcavation contains more than one type of soil, the soil shall 
be classified as the type with the highest number as described in section

Precautions Concerning Services 


228.—(1) Before an excavation is begun, 


(a) gas, electrical and other services in and near the area to be 
excavated shall be accurately located and marked; and

the owner of the service to locate and mark the service.

(4) Pipes, conduits and cables for gas, electrical and other services 
in an excavation shall be supported to prevent their failure or breakage.

229.—(1) If an excavation may affect the stability of an adjacent 


building or structure, the constructor shall take precautions to prevent 
damage to the adjacent building or structure.

(3) No person shall operate a vehicle or other machine and no 
vehicle or other machine shall be located in such a way as to affect the 
stability of a wall of an excavation. 


(4) Ifa person could fall into an excavation that is more than 2.4 
metres deep, a barrier at least 1.1 metres high shall be provided at the top 
of every wall of the excavation that is not sloped as described in clauses 
234 (2) (e), (f) and (g). O. Reg:.213/91, $233. 


Support Systems 


234.—(1) The walls of an excavation shall be supported by a support 
system that complies with sections 235, 236, 237, 238, 239 and 241. 
(2) 


Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to an excavation, 
(a) that is less than 1.2 metres deep; 


(b) 


that no worker is required to enter; 
(c) that is not a trench and with respect to which no worker is 
required to be closer to a wall than the height of the wall; 

(d) that is cut in sound and stable rock; 

made in Type 1 or Type 2 soil and whose walls are sloped to 


within 1.2 metres of its bottom with a slope having a minimum 
gradient of one horizontal to one vertical; 


made in Type 3 soil and whose walls are sloped from its bottom 
with a slope having a minimum gradient of one horizontal to 
one vertical; 


made in Type 4 soil and whose walls are sloped from its bottom 
with a slope having a minimum gradient of three horizontal to 
one vertical; or 

(h) that is not a trench and is not made in Type 4 soil and with 
respect to which a professional engineer has given a written 
opinion that the walls of the excavation are sufficiently stable 
that no worker will be endangered if no support system is used. 


(3) The opinion in clause (2) (h) shall include details of, 


(a) the specific project and the location thereon; 
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(b) any specific condition for which the opinion applies; and 
(c) the frequency of inspections. 


(4) The constructor shall keep on the project a copy of every opinion 
given by a professional engineer for the purpose of clause (2) (h) while 
the project is in progress. 


(5) The professional engineer who gives an opinion described in 
clause (2) (h), or a competent worker designated by him or her, shall 
inspect the excavation to which the opinion relates as frequently as the 
opinion specifies. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 234. 


235.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), a support system shall consist 
of, 


(a) . timbering and shoring that meets the requirements of subsection 
238 (2), if no hydrostatic pressure is present in the soil, and if 
the width and depth of the excavation are equal to or less than 
the width and depth indicated in the Table to section 238; 

(b) aprefabricated support system that complies with sections 236 

and 237; 

(c) ahydraulic support system that complies with sections 236 and 

237; or 


(d) an engineered support system that complies with section 236. 


(2) Where the excavation is a trench and the depth exceeds six 
metres or the width exceeds three metres, the support system shall 
consist of an engineered support system designed for the specific 
location and project. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 235. 


236.—(1) Every prefabricated, hydraulic or engineered support 
system shall be designed by a professional engineer. 


(2) Every prefabricated, hydraulic or engineered support system 
shall be constructed, installed, used and maintained in accordance with 
its design drawings and specifications. 


(3) The design drawings and specifications for a prefabricated, 
hydraulic or an engineered support system, 


(a) shall indicate the size of the system and the type and grade of 
materials of which it is to be made; 

(b) shall indicate the maximum depth and the types of soil for 

which it is designed; 


shall indicate the proper positioning of the system in the 
excavation, including the maximum allowable clearance 
between the walls of the support system and the walls of the 
excavation; 


(c) 


(d) 


shall indicate how to install and remove the system; and 


shall be signed and sealed by the professional engineer who 
designs the system. 


(e) 
(4) In addition to the requirements of subsection (3), the design 
drawings and specifications for a hydraulic support system, 


shall indicate the minimum working pressure required for the 
system; and 


(a) 


shall require the use of a device to ensure the protection of 
workers if a loss of hydraulic pressure occurs in the system. 


(b) 


(5) Before a variation from the design drawings and specifications 
for a prefabricated, hydraulic or an engineered support system is 
permitted, the variation shall be approved in writing by a professional 
engineer. 


If the soil conditions on a project differ from those assumed by 


(6)

the professional engineer in designing a prefabricated, hydraulic or an 
engineered support system, a professional engineer shall modify the 
design drawings and specifications for the actual soil conditions or shall 
approve the support system for use in the actual soil conditions. 


(7) The constructor shall keep the design drawings and specifications 
for a prefabricated, hydraulic or an engineered support system at a 
project while the system is on the project. 


(8) The constructor shall file with the Director of the Construction 
Health and Safety Branch two copies of the design drawings and 
specifications for an engineered support system before it is used on the 
project, OtRes 2130 I 52236: 


237.—(1) No prefabricated or hydraulic support system shall be used 
in Type 4 soil. 


(2) The walls of a hydraulic support system shall be in direct contact 
with the walls of the excavation. 


(3) The space between the walls of a prefabricated support system 
and the walls of the excavation shall be restricted to the minimum 
clearance required for the forward progression of the support system. 
OO Reg 2139 1-s. 234 

238.—(1) In this section, 

‘cleat’? means a member of shoring that directly resists the downward 
movement of a wale or strut; 


‘‘o/c’’ means the maximum distance measured from the centre of one 
member of sheathing, wale or strut to the centre of the adjacent 
member of sheathing, wale or strut; 


‘‘post’’ means a vertical member of shoring that acts as a spacer between 
the wales; 


‘‘10 millimetres gap’? means that the space between two adjacent 
members of sheathing is a maximum of ten millimetres. 
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(2) Timbering and shoring referred to in clause 235 (1) (a) for the 
walls of an excavation with a depth and located in a soil type described 
in Column | of the Table to this section shall meet the corresponding 
specifications set out in Columns 2 to 4 of the Table. 


(3) Every piece of sheathing referred to in the Table to this section 
shall be made of sound Number | Grade spruce and, 


(a) shall be placed against the side of the excavation so that it is 
vertical; 


(b) shall be secured in place by wales; and 


(c) shall be driven into the soil and firmly secured in place if the 
excavation is made in Type 3 or 4 soil. 


(4) Every strut referred to in the Table to this section shall be made 
of sound number | structural grade spruce and, 


(a) shall be placed in the excavation so that it is horizontal and at 
right angles to the wales; 

(b) shall be cut to the proper length and held in place by at least 

two wedges driven between the strut and the wales; and 

(c) shall be cleated with cleats that extend over the top of the strut 

and rest on the wales or that are attached securely to the wales 

by spikes or bolts. 


(5) Every wale referred to in the Table to this section shall be made 
of sound number | structural grade spruce and, 


(a) shall be placed in the excavation so that it is parallel to the 
bottom, or proposed bottom, of the excavation; and 


(b) shall be supported by either cleats secured to the sheathing or 
posts set on the wale next below it or, if it is the lowest wale, on 
the bottom of the excavation. 
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239.—(1) A support system for the walls of an excavation shall be 
installed, 


(a) progressively in an excavation in Type 1, 2 or 3 soil; and 
(b) in advance of an excavation in Type 4 soil, if practicable. 


(2) A support system for the walls of an excavation shall provide 
continuous support for it. 


(3) No support system for the walls of an excavation shall be 
removed until immediately before the excavation is backfilled. 


(4) A competent person shall supervise the removal of a support 
system for the walls of an excavation. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 239. 


240. If a support system is used for the walls of an excavation, a 
ladder for access to or egress from the excavation shall be placed within 
the area protected by the support system. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 240. 


241.—(1) A support system for the walls of an excavation shall 
extend at least 0.3 metres above the top of the excavation unless 
otherwise permitted or required by this section. 


(2) Ifanexcavation is located where there is vehicular or pedestrian 
traffic and if the excavation will be covered when work on or in it is not 
in progress, the support system for the walls of the excavation shall 
extend at least to the top of the excavation. 


(3) If the upper portion of the walls of an excavation are sloped for 
the soil types as described in clauses 234 (2) (e), (f) and (g) and the 
lower portion of the walls are vertical or near vertical, the walls shall be 
supported by a support system which extends at least 0.5 metres above 
the vertical walls. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 241. 


242.—(1) A metal trench-jack or trench-brace may be used in place 
of a timber strut, 


(a) if the allowable working load of the trench-jack or trench-brace 
is equal to or greater than that of the timber strut; and 


(b) if the size of the replaced timber strut is shown on the trench- 
jack or trench-brace. 


(2) The allowable working load of a metal trench-jack or trench- 
brace shall be determined by a professional engineer in accordance with 
good engineering practice and shall be legibly cast or stamped on the 
trench-jack or trench-brace. 


(3) No metal trench-jack or trench-brace shall be extended beyond 
the length used to establish its maximum allowable working load. 


(4) Every metal trench-jack or trench-brace, when it is used, 

(a) shall be placed against the wales in such a way that the load 
from the wales is applied axially to the trench-jack or trench- 
brace; and 

(b) shall be adequately supported so that it does not move out of 
position. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 242. 

PART IV 
TUNNELS, SHAFTS, CAISSONS AND COFFERDAMS 
Application 
243. This Part applies with respect to, 


(a) tunnels and shafts other than those located at or used in 
connection with a mine; and 


(b) caissons and cofferdams. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 243. 


O. Reg. 213/91 


Land Requirements 


244. A tunnel or shaft shall be commenced or started only where 
sufficient land space is available to permit compliance with Parts IV and 
V of this Regulation. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 244. 


Notice 


245.—(1) An employer who will be constructing a tunnel, shaft, 
caisson or cofferdam shall file a notice with the Director of the Construc- 
tion Health and Safety Branch before beginning work on a tunnel, shaft, 
caisson or cofferdam. 


(2) The notice shall, 
(a) describe the work; 


(b) provide specifications and drawings showing profiles, trans- 
verse sections and plans for the tunnel, shaft, caisson or 
cofferdam signed and sealed by the professional engineer who 
designed the support system for the tunnel, shaft, caisson or 
cofferdam; 


(c) provide complete details of all temporary and permanent 
ground support; 


(d) state the name, mailing address, address for service and 
telephone number of the constructor, of the owner and of the 
employer in charge of the work; 


(e) state the name of the supervisor in charge of the work and the 
supervisor’s mailing address, address for service and telephone 
number; 


(f) provide the municipal address of the work or include a descrip- 
tion of its location relative to the nearest public highway such 
that the Director is able to locate the work; 


(g) state the starting date and the anticipated duration of the work; 


(h) state the estimated total cost for labour and materials for the 
work; and 


(i) list all designated substances that may be used, handled or 
disturbed by the work. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 245. 


Working Alone and Entry 


246. Work shall not be performed in a shaft, tunnel, caisson or 
cofferdam unless another worker is working above ground in close 
proximity to the shaft, tunnel, caisson or cofferdam or to the means of 
access to it. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 246. 


247.—(1) Noworker shall enter a well or augured caisson where the 
excavation is deeper than 1.2 metres unless, 


(a) a steel liner of adequate capacity is installed in the well or 
caisson; 


(b) the requirements of sections 60, 61, 62 and 63 are complied 
with; and 


(c) the worker is inside the steel liner and is wearing a fall arrest 
system with a full body harness secured to a-fixed support. 


(2) A steel liner, 
(a) shall extend sixty centimetres above ground level and to within 
1.2 metres of the point in the well or caisson where work is 


being done; 


(b) shall be supported on two sides by steel wire rope and steel 
beams; and 


(c) shall have a diameter which is not less than 100 millimetres less 
than the diameter of the excavation. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 247. 
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Fire Protection 
248. Notices describing how to sound a fire alarm shall be posted in 
conspicuous places on a project to which this Part applies. O. Reg. 
213/91, s. 248. 
249.—(1) A means of extinguishing fire shall be provided, 


(a) at the top and bottom of every shaft; 


(b) if a project consists of or includes a tunnel, at each panel board 
for electricity, on each electric-powered locomotive and at each 
battery charging station; and 


(c) within thirty metres of each work face of a tunnel and of each 
location where a fire hazard exists. 


(2) The means of extinguishing fire shall be inspected at least once 
a week to ensure that it is in working order. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 249. 


250.—(1) A fire suppression system for equipment that contains 
flammable hydraulic fluids shall be provided while the equipment is 
underground. 

(2) A fire suppression system shall include a dry chemical fire 


extinguisher with an Underwriters’ Laboratories of Canada 4A40BC rat- 
ing. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 250. 


251.—(1) If the diameter of a tunnel will be equal to or greater than 
1.5 metres when it is completed, a standpipe, a fire line and a hose shall 
be provided in the tunnel. 


(2) A siamese connection shall be provided on the fire line at the 
surface of the shaft. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 251. 


252.—(1) Every standpipe in a tunnel, 


(a) shall be made of metal pipe that has at least a fifty-one 
millimetres inside diameter; and 


(b) shall have a connection for the use of the local fire department 
outside the shaft or tunnel to which there is clear and ready 
access at all times. 


(2) Every standpipe in a shaft shall be installed progressively as the 
shaft is excavated. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 252. 


253.—(1) Every fire line in a tunnel, 


(a) shall be made of metal pipe that has at least a fifty-one 
millimetres inside diameter; and 


(b) shall have, at intervals of not more than forty-five metres along 
it, an outlet with a valve. 


(2) Every fire line in a tunnel shall be installed progressively as the 
tunnel is excavated. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 253. 


254.—(1) Every hose in a tunnel, 
(a) shall have at least a thirty millimetres inside diameter; 
(b) shall have a combination straight stream and fog nozzle; and 
(c) shall be at least twenty-three metres long. 


(2) A hose shall be provided in a tunnel at forty-six metre intervals 
horizontally along it. 


(3) Every hose shall be stored on a rack when it is not in use so as to 
be readily available. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 254. 


255.—(1) No flammable liquid or gas shall be brought underground 
except as permitted by this section. 


OV 


(2) A compressed gas storage cylinder to which gas welding or 
flame-cutting equipment is attached may be brought underground. 


(3) Fuel may be brought underground if, 


(a) itis ina tank that is supplied with and that forms a part of an 
engine or heating device; or 


(b) it is in a container and is intended for transfer into a tank 
described in clause (a). 


(4) The maximum amount of fuel that may be brought underground 
in a container referred to in clause (3) (b) 1s the amount required for eight 
hours use of the engine or heating device. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 255. 

256.—(1) A flammable liquid or gas shall be stored, 


(a) as far as is practicable from a shaft; and 


(b) inaplace from which it is impossible for spilled liquid to flow 
underground. 


(2) Lubricating oil shall be stored in a suitable building or storage 
tank located in a place from which spilled liquid cannot run toward any 
shaft or tunnel. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 256. 


257. Oil for use in hydraulic-powered equipment underground shall 
be of the type that, 


(a) is not readily flammable; and 
(b) does not readily support combustion. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 257. 
258.—(1) No combustible equipment, including welding cable and 
air-hoses, shall be stored underground unless the equipment is required 


for immediate use. 


(2) No electrical cable or gas hose shall be taken or used under- 
ground unless, 


(a) it has an armoured casing or jacket made of a material that is 
not readily flammable and that does not readily support 


combustion; and 


(b) it is marked to indicate that it has the casing or jacket required 
by clause (a). O. Reg. 213/91, s. 258. 


259.—(1) No combustible rubbish, used or decayed timber, scrap 
wood or paper shall be accumulated underground. 


(2) Material described in subsection (1) shall be promptly removed 
from underground. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 259. 


Facilities for Workers 


260.—(1) A heated room shall be provided for the use of under- 
ground workers. 


(2) The wet clothes of workers employed underground shall be dried 
using sanitary means in a change room on the project. 


(3) A change room, 
(a) shall have an open floor area no smaller than the greater of, 
(i) ten square metres, and 
(ii) one square metre per worker on a shift; 


(b) shall be equipped with mechanical ventilation that provides no 
less than six air changes per hour; 


(c) shall have suitable drainage facilities; 


(d) shall be kept at a temperature of at least 27 degrees celsius; and 
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(e) shall have, for every worker employed underground, a locker 
that locks. 


(4) Every change room shall be scrubbed once every twenty-four 
hours. 


(5) If workers are employed underground, a change room shall be 
provided with one shower and one washbasin for each group of ten or 
fewer workers. 


(6) Showers and washbasins provided in a change room shall be 
supplied with hot and cold water, soap or hand cleaner and paper towels 
or individual hand towels. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 260. 


First Aid 


261. The supervisor in charge of a project shall appoint at least one 
competent worker to be available to give first aid at a shaft or tunnel. 
OskKees2 13/91 ase2ole 


262.—(1) A first aid kit shall be kept in the immediate vicinity of the 
above-ground entrance to every shaft, tunnel, caisson or cofferdam. 


(2) Atleast one first aid kit shall be kept underground in every shaft 
andtunnel. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 262. 


263.—(1) At least one stretcher for each group of twenty-five or 
fewer workers who are underground shall be kept at every tunnel, shaft 
or cofferdam. 


(2) Every stretcher shall be a wire-basket type and shall be designed 
and equipped to permit the safe hoisting and transport of a worker. 
O. Reg. 213/91, s. 263. 


Rescue of Workers 


264.—(1) Before a project begins, an employer shall establish in 
writing emergency procedures for the rescue of underground workers. 


(2) Copies of the rescue procedures signed by the employer and 
supervisor of the underground workers shall be posted in conspicuous 
places on the project. 


(3) The emergency procedures shall be practised in preparation for 
an emergency and shall be followedin anemergency. O. Reg. 213/91, 
s. 264. 


265.—(1) At least four workers at a project or, if fewer than four 
workers work at the project, all workers shall be trained in and readily 
available to perform rescues of underground workers. 


(2) Rescue workers shall be provided with suitable equipment to 
perform rescues. 


(3) Rescue workers shall be trained by a competent person appointed 
by the Director of the Construction Health and Safety Branch. 


(4) The Director of the Construction Health and Safety Branch shall 
consider a recommendation of the representatives of labour and of 
management in making an appointment described in subsection (3). 


(5) Rescue workers shall be trained within thirty days before tunnel- 
ling operations begin and retrained at least every thirty days after the 
initial training. 


(6) Before a project begins, the supervisor of the construction of a 
tunnel shall designate a rescue worker who shall inspect and test all 
rescue equipment every thirty days. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 265. 


266.—(1) This section applies if, on a project, there is a tunnel and 
shaft whose combined length exceeds forty-five metres. 


(2) Every rescue worker shall be provided with a self-contained 
breathing apparatus that meets the requirements of subsection (5) and 
subsection (6), (7) or (8), as is appropriate to the length of the under- 
ground work place. 


OORESHOIOIa 


(3) A competent person referred to in subsection 265 (3) shall train 
rescue workers in the proper operation of the self-contained breathing 
apparatus. 


(4) The training required by subsection (3) shall be repeated at least 
every thirty days. 


(5) The self-contained breathing apparatus shall have a full face 
mask. 


(6) Foruseinan underground work place that is less than 100 metres 
long, the minimum rated duration of use for a self-contained breathing 
apparatus shall be one-half hour. 


(7) Foruse in an underground work place that is 100 metres or more 
but less than 150 metres long, the minimum rated duration of use for a 
self-contained breathing apparatus shall be one hour. 


(8) For use in an underground work place that is 150 metres or more 
long, the minimum rated duration of use for a self-contained breathing 
apparatus shall be one and one-half hours. 


(9) All self-contained breathing apparatuses intended for rescue 
work on a project shall be the same model and made by the same 
manufacturer. 


(10) All self-contained breathing apparatuses shall be kept in close 
proximity to the means of access to an underground work place and shall 
be readily available. 


(11) A sufficient number, four as a minimum, of self-contained 
breathing apparatuses shall be available on the project to provide for all 
rescue work that may be required. 


(12) Acompetent person shall inspect every self-contained breathing 
apparatus at least once a month or as often as is required by the 
manufacturer to ensure itis in proper condition. O.Reg.213/91,s. 266. 


267. Every worker on a tunnelling project shall be provided with a 
self-rescue respirator for the worker’s exclusive use which is suitable for 
protection against carbon monoxide. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 267. 


268.—(1) A worker’s self-rescue respirator shall be kept in the 
vicinity of the worker while he or she is in a tunnel or shaft. 


(2) All workers on a tunnel project shall be instructed in the proper 
use, Care, maintenance and limitations of the self-rescue respirator in 
accordance with the manufacturer’s specifications. O. Reg. 213/91, 
s. 268. 


Communications 


269.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), a telephone connected to a 
public telephone system shall be installed at a project that is to be over 
fourteen days duration. 


(2) Ifitis not practicable to install at a project a telephone connected 
to a public telephone system, a radio telephone shall be available that 
permits communication with an office of the constructor that has a tele- 
phone connected to a public telephone system. 


(3) Ata project of fourteen or fewer days duration, before work is 
begun, a public telephone or a radio telephone shall be installed or shall 
be arranged for nearby if, 


(a) the services of a police or fire department or ambulance are 
reasonably available; and 


(b) prompt direct telephone communication is possible with the 
police or fire department or ambulance. O. Reg. 213/91, 
Sr269) 


270.—(1) A telephone system shall be provided at a tunnel if the 
work at the face of the tunnel is or will be done twenty-three metres or 
more from, 


Oy Reg. 213/91 


(a) the top of the service shaft; or 


(b) the opening into the tunnel, if the tunnel is not constructed from 
a service shaft. 


(2) A telephone system shall be installed before work on the tunnel 
is begun. 


(3) A telephone system shall consist of telephones that are located, 
(a) in the office of the supervisor in charge of the project; 


(b) at the top and bottom of the service shaft or at the opening into 


the tunnel, if the tunnel is not constructed from a service shaft; 
(c) 
(d) 


at all other means of access to the service shaft, if any; and 


at intervals not exceeding thirty metres in every area of the 
tunnel where work is being performed. 


(4) A notice shall be posted by each telephone, 


(a) indicating how to call every other telephone in the system; 
(b) describing the emergency signal to be used; and 


(c) stating that a worker who hears the emergency signal shall 
answer the telephone. 


(5) A telephone system shall be installed in such a way that a 
conversation can be carried on between any two telephones in the 
system. 


(6) The voice communication circuits used in a telephone system 
shall be independent from the circuits used to signal from one telephone 
to another. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 270. 


271. During the construction of a shaft, an effective means of com- 
municating between the lowest point of the shaft and the surface shall be 
provided. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 271. 


272. Acompleted service shaft more than six metres deep shall have 
a means, other than a telephone, of exchanging distinct and definite 
signals between the top and bottom of the shaft. O.Reg.213/91,s.272. 


273.—(1) Ifa person is about to be conveyed by a hoist in a shaft, 
the pit bottom worker shall notify the hoist operator before the person 
enters the conveyance. 


(2) A hoist operator shall acknowledge every signal received by 
repeating the signal. 


(3) A signal to a hoist operator to move a conveyance shall be given 
only from the landing from which the conveyance is being moved. 


(4) The following signals shall be used to give signals between a 
hoist operator, the top or bottom of a shaft and all landings in the shaft:

A notice setting out the signals used for a hoist shall be securely 


(a) where it is readily visible to the hoist operator; and 
(b) at each landing of the hoistway. 


(7) The notice shall be on a board or a metal plate that is not less 
than 450 millimetres by 450 millimetres and shall be written in letters 
that are at least thirteen millimetres high. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 273. 


Lighting and Electricity Supply 


274. All electrical circuits of 100 volts or more shall be in an 
insulated cable that consists of at least two feed wires and a grounding 
wire. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 274. 


275. All electrical pumps and electrical tools shall be either 
adequately grounded or double-insulated. O. Reg. 213/91, s. 275. 


276.—(1) An area of a tunnel or shaft that is not adequately lit by 
natural light shall be electrically illuminated. 


(2) Flashlights shall be readily available at the top and bottom of 
every shaft and near the work face of a tunnel.

‘‘decompression sickness’’, in relation to a worker, means a condition 
of bodily malfunction caused by a change from a higher to a lower air 
pressure and includes the condition commonly knownas “the bends’; 


‘kilopascals’’, except in section 376, means kilopascals relative to 
atmospheric pressure; 


‘*maximum air pressure’’, in relation to a worker, means the greatest 
level of air pressure to which a worker is subjected for a period of 
more than five minutes; 


‘medical lock’’ means a chamber in which workers may be subjected 
to changes in air pressure for medical purposes; 


‘superintendent’ means the person appointed by a constructor to be 
supervisor over and in charge of work done in compressed air, 


‘‘work chamber’? means a part of a project that is used for work in 
compressed air but does not include an air lock or a medical lock. 
O. Reg. 213/91, s. 332. 


333. This Part applies with respect to work done in compressed air, 
other than work done in diving bells or work done by divers.

1. Le Reglement de Il’Ontario 115/91 est modifié par adjonction 
de la version frangaise suivante : 


(3) Les limites d’un claim descendent verticalement dans le sol de 
tous les cétés. 


(4) Nulle limite d’un claim ne dépasse 3 200 métres de long environ, 
ni quatre fois la longueur d’une autre limite. 


(5) Le levé d’un claim : 


a) décrit les parties des lots ou des sections figurant sur le levé 
original du canton qui se trouvent dans les limites du claim, 
ainsi que la superficie de chacune; 


b) est régi par les lignes de concession et de lot établies par un 
levé existant et non par l’emplacement des poteaux d’angle. 


(6) Dans un canton arpenté en sections d’environ 260 hectares 
subdivisées en quarts de section ou en lotissements d’environ 65 
hectares, le claim de dimension minimale couvre une superficie 
d’ environ 16 hectares et occupe le quart nord-est, nord-ouest, sud-est ou 
sud-ouest d’un quart de section ou d’un lotissement. 


(7) Dans un canton arpenté en lots d’ environ 130 hectares, le claim de 
dimension minimale couvre une superficie d’environ 16 hectares et 
occupe le quart nord-est, nord-ouest, sud-est ou sud-ouest de la moitié 
nord d’un lot ou le quart équivalent de la moitié sud d’un lot. 


(8) Dans un canton arpenté en lots d’environ 80 hectares, le claim de 
dimension minimale couvre une superficie d’environ 20 hectares et 
occupe le quart nord-est, nord-ouest, sud-est ou sud-ouest d’un lot. 


(9) Dans un canton arpenté en lots d’environ 60 hectares, le claim de 
dimension minimale couvre une superficie d’environ 15 hectares et 
occupe le quart nord-est, nord-ouest, sud-est ou sud-ouest d’un lot. 


(10) Dans un canton arpenté en lots d’ environ 40 hectares, le claim de 
dimension minimale couvre une superficie d’environ 20 hectares et 
occupe la moitié nord, sud, est ou ouest d’un lot. Régl. de Y Ont. 
262/91, art. 1, en partie. 


6 (1) Le claim est jalonné conformément au présent article s’il est 
impossible de le faire selon la forme et la dimension applicables 
précisées a l’article 5, en raison de la nature du lot ou du lotissement, 
notamment parce que le lot ou le lotissement d’une section faisant V objet 
du jalonnement est immergé ou de forme irréguliére. 


(2) Le claim doit étre le plus conforme possible a la forme et ala 
dimension applicables précisées a l'article 5. 


(3) Les limites du claim, le cas échéant, doivent coincider, dans la 
mesure du possible, avec les lignes de démarcation du lot ou du 
lotissemment d’une section faisant |’ objet du jalonnement et ses autres 
limites qui ne coincident pas ainsi doivent étre, dans la mesure du 
possible, paralléles aux limites du lot ou du lotissement qui sont tracées 
en lignes droites. 


(4) Lorsqu’il est nécessaire d’atteindre la dimension applicable 
précisée a |’article 5, le claim :

(2) Le titulaire de permis jalonne le claim en érigeant un poteau a 
chacun de ses quatre angles de sorte que :

b) le poteau n° 2 se trouve a langle sud-est; 

c) le poteau n° 3 se trouve a l’angle sud-ouest; 
d) le poteau n° 4 se trouve a |’angle nord-ouest. 


(3) L’étiquette qui est fixée au poteau d’angle fait face au poteau 
suivant dans |’ ordre précisé au paragraphe (2). 


(4) S’il y a des arbres sur pied dans le secteur faisant l’objet du 
jalonnement, le périmétre du claim est indiqué clairement pendant le 
jalonnement en y pratiquant des encoches apparentes sur les arbres sur 
deux cétés seulement dans la direction.du déplacement et en coupant les 
broussailles le long des lignes de démarcation du claim.

1. Section 1 of Ontario Regulation 332/84, as amended by section 
1 of Ontario Regulation 293/90, is further amended by adding the 
following clauses: 


(ga) ‘‘parental leave’’ means a leave of absence under section 30b; 


(ha) ‘‘pregnancy leave’’ means a leave of absence under section 
Oa; 


2. Subsection 4 (5) of the Regulation, as amended by section 3 of 
Ontario Regulation 291/90, is further amended by striking out 
‘‘and”’ at the end of clause (b) and by adding the following clause: 


(ba) the period of time during which the judge is on pregnancy leave 
or parental leave without pay shall be credited to the judge as 
full-time service; and 


3. Section 7 of the Regulation, as amended by section 4 of 
Ontario Regulation 291/90, is further amended by striking out 
“‘and”’ at the end of clause (b) and by adding the following clause: 


(ba) the period of time during which the judge is on pregnancy leave 
or parental leave without pay shall be credited to the judge as 
full-time service; and 


4. Section 30a of the Regulation, as made by section 3 of Ontario 
Regulation 335/87, is revoked and the following substituted: 


Pregnancy Leave and Parental Leave 
30a.—(1) A judge who is pregnant is entitled to a leave of absence 
beginning not earlier than seventeen weeks before the expected birth 


date. 


(2) At least two weeks before the leave is to begin, the judge shall 
give the Chief Judge written notice of the date the leave is to begin and 
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a certificate from a legally qualified medical practitioner stating the 
expected birth date. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to a judge who stops working 
because of complications caused by her pregnancy or because of a birth, 
still-birth or miscarriage that occurs earlier than the date the judge was 
expected to give birth. 


(4) A judge to whom subsection (3) applies shall, within two weeks 
of stopping work, give the Chief Judge, 


(a) written notice of the date the pregnancy leave began or is to 
begin; and 


(b) acertificate from a legally qualified medical practitioner, 


(i) in the case of a judge who stops working because of 
complications caused by her pregnancy, stating that the 
judge is unable to perform her duties because of compli- 
cations caused by her pregnancy and stating the 
expected birth date, or 


(ii) in any other case, stating the date of the birth, still-birth 
or miscarriage and the date the judge was expected to 
give birth. 


(5) The pregnancy leave of a judge ends, 


(a) in the case of a judge who is entitled to take parental leave, 
seventeen weeks after the pregnancy leave began; 


(b) in the case of a judge who is not entitled to take parental leave, 
on the later of the date that is seventeen weeks after the 
pregnancy leave began and the date that is six weeks after the 
birth, stillbirth or miscarriage; or 


(c) ona date earlier than the date provided for in clause (a) or (b), 
if the judge gives the Chief Judge at least four weeks written 
notice of the earlier date. 


(6) The first seventeen weeks of pregnancy leave shall be with pay 
and any additional pregnancy leave shall be without pay. 


(7) A judge who has given notice to begin pregnancy leave may 
change the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at 
least two weeks before the earlier date; 


(b) toa later date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at least 
two weeks before the date leave was to begin under the 
previous notice. 


(8) A judge who has given notice to end pregnancy leave may change 
the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at 
least four weeks before the earlier date; 


(b) toa later date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at least 
four weeks before the date leave was to end under the previous 
notice. O. Reg. 269/91, s. 4, part. 


30b.—(1) In this section, ‘‘parent’’ includes a person with whom a 
child is placed for adoption and a person who is in a relationship of some 
permanence with a parent of a child and who intends to treat the child as 
his or her own. 
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(2) A judge who is the parent of a child is entitled to a leave of 
absence following, 


(a) the birth of the child; or 


(b) the coming of the child into the custody, care and control of a 
parent for the first time. 


(3) Parental leave shall begin not later than thirty-five weeks after the 
date the child is born or comes into the custody, care and control of a 
parent for the first time. 


(4) The parental leave of a judge who takes pregnancy leave shall 
begin when the pregnancy leave ends unless the child has not yet come 
into the custody, care and control of a parent for the first time. 


(5) A judge who takes parental leave shall give the Chief Judge at 
least two weeks written notice of the date the leave is to begin. 


(6) Subsection (5) does not apply in the case of a judge who stops 
working because the child comes into the custody, care and control of a 
parent sooner than expected. 


(7) The parental leave of a judge to whom subsection (6) applies 
begins on the day the judge stops working and, within two weeks of 
stopping work, the judge shall give the Chief Judge written notice that 
the judge wishes to take parental leave. 


(8) The parental leave of a judge ends, 
(a) twenty-six weeks after it began; or 


(b) ona date earlier than the date provided for in clause (a), if the 
judge gives the Chief Judge at least four weeks written notice 
of the earlier date. 


(9) The first ten days of parental leave shall be with pay and the 
remainder shall be without pay. 


(10) A judge who has given notice to begin parental leave may 
change the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at 
least two weeks before the earlier date; and 


(b) toajater date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at least 
two weeks before the date leave was to begin under the 
previous notice. 


(11) A judge who has given notice to end parental leave may change 
the notice, 


(a) to an earlier date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at 
least four weeks before the earlier date; and 


(b) toa later date, by giving the Chief Judge written notice at least 
four weeks before the date leave was to end under the previous 
notice.

Interpretation

‘““summer’’ means the 15th day of May to the 14th day of September, 
inclusive;

Refining 


2.—(1) No person who refines gasoline shall cause or permit any 
motor gasoline to leave the refinery in summer if the motor gasoline has 
a vapour pressure exceeding the volatility limit. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies only in Northern summer to motor gasoline 
that is transported to the North. 


(3) A person who refines gasoline and causes or permits motor 
gasoline to leave the refinery in summer shall comply with section 5 
(Testing and Reporting). O. Reg. 271/91, s. 2. 


Importing 


3.—(1) No person who imports into Ontario motor gasoline that has 
a vapour pressure exceeding the volatility limit shall cause or permit, in 
summer, 


(a) a transfer of possession of the motor gasoline; or 
(b) a transfer of the motor gasoline from one container to another. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies only in Northern summer to motor gasoline 
that is transported to the North. 


(3) A person who imports motor gasoline into Ontario and causes or 
permits a transfer of its possession or its transfer from one container to 
another, in summer, shall comply with section 5 (Testing and Reporting). 


(4) Subsections (1) and (2) do not apply to prevent the mixing of or 
adding to imported motor gasoline such that the product is motor 
gasoline that has a vapour pressure equal to or less than the volatility 
limit. O. Reg. 271/91, s. 3. 


Mixing 


4.—(1) No person shall, in late summer, cause or permit the mixing 
of or adding to gasoline or components of gasoline, such that the product 
is motor gasoline that has a vapour pressure exceeding the volatility 
limit. 
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(2) No person who causes or permits the mixing of or adding to 
gasoline or components of gasoline shall, in late summer, cause or 
permit any of the motor gasoline product to leave the site where it was 
mixed or added to if it has a vapour pressure exceeding the volatility 
limit. 


(3) A person who, in late summer, causes or permits the mixing of or 
adding to gasoline or components of gasoline, such that the product is 
motor gasoline shall comply with section 5 (Testing and Reporting). 


(4) Subsection (3) does not apply if the only mixing or adding to is the 
mixing of two or more motor gasolines and the person causing or 
permitting the mixing has reason to believe that none of such motor 
gasolines has a vapour pressure exceeding the volatility limit. O. Reg. 
271/91, s. 4. 


Testing and Reporting 


5.—(1) The person required by section 2, 3 or 4 to comply with this 
section shall cause the vapour pressure of every batch of motor gasoline 
to be determined and recorded by a laboratory, 


(a) which is accredited for the determination of vapour pressure by 
a laboratory accreditation program approved by the Director 
and sponsored by an organization under the auspices of the 
Standards Council of Canada; and 

(b) which both determines vapour pressure and makes a record of 

its determinations in a manner consistent with the accreditation 

program. 


(2) The person required by section 2, 3 or 4 to comply with this 
section shall keep each record prepared under subsection (1) for at least 
two years. 


(3) The person required by section 2, 3 or 4 to comply with this 
section shall prepare a summary of the test records for each of the 
periods from the 15th day of May to the 14th day of June, the 15th day 
of June to the 14th day of July, the 15th day of July to the 14th day of 
August and the 15th day of August to the 14th day of September. 


(4) Asummary shall contain the information required by the Director 
and shall be submitted to the Director by the end of the second month 
covered by it. 


(5) Subsection (1) does not apply to a person required to comply with 
this section by subsection 3 (3) (Importer Testing) if, 


(a) the refiner of the motor gasoline has had the vapour pressure of 
the motor gasoline determined in accordance with a procedure 
referred to in section 6 by a laboratory described in clauses 
(1) (a) and (b); 


(b) the person obtains from the refiner, 


(i) acopy of the record of the vapour pressure determina- 
tion, and 

(ii) written assurance that the refiner will keep the original 

record for at least two years and will make it available, 

upon request, to the person or a provincial officer for 

inspection; and 


(c) the person complies with subsections (3) and (4). 

(6) Subsections (3) and (4) do not apply to a person required to 
comply with this section by subsection 3 (3) (Importer Testing) if the 
batch does not exceed 25,000 litres.

(a) the valuations contained on the last returned assessment roll for 
which payments in lieu of taxes on real property and business 
assessment, including a payment in respect of regional levies, 
are payable, but reduced where payment is predicated on the 
current year’s residential and farm mill rate, by multiplying that 
assessment by the appropriate upper tier discount factor for 
purposes of determining a discounted assessment for that area 
municipality, 
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(b) the amount determined by dividing the 1991 entitlements under 
section 160 of the Municipal Act less any adjustments made in 
1991 to correct prior year entitlements, by the average munici- 
pal commercial mill rate and multiplying the result by 1,000, 


(c) the amount determined by dividing the 1990 entitlements under 
the International Bridges Municipal Payments Act, 198] and 
any agreement providing payments in lieu of taxes for interna-

PART V 
GENERAL 


36.—(1) Where any Act requires the Ministry of Revenue or the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs to equalize assessment rolls or parts of an 
assessment roll that relate to two or more defined areas within a 
supporting municipality, the Ministry of Municipal Affairs shall, in 
equalizing each assessment roll or each part thereof for purposes of 
municipal taxation in 1991, use the same equalization factor as was used 
to equalize the assessment roll or part thereof for purposes of municipal 
taxation in 1990.

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37.—(1) Ifthe Ministry of Municipal Affairs, Ministry of Revenue or 
Ministry of Natural Resources, as the case may be, determines in respect 
of a regional municipality, county, district board or conservation 
authority that any calculation made under this Regulation was made 
incorrectly or was based on incorrect information, the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs may correct the calculation and may determine the 
amount that would have been payable to the supporting municipalities 
within the regional municipality, county, district board area or conserva- 
tion authority area if the calculation had been correct and the grants 
payable under Part I or II may be adjusted accordingly.
